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‘96th Anniversary of the Formation 
of the Down With Imperialism Union 


On the 17th of October 1926 the revolutionary red banner of Juche was first 
raised in Korea with the formation of the ‘Down - With - Imperialism - Union 
which was also known as the 'TD'. The 'DIU' was the first genuine communist 
revolutionary organisation in Korea. The formation of the Di marked a clean 
break with the stagnant ideas of factionalism, flunkeyism and dogmatism thus, 
it was a decisive leap forward in the task of building a revolutionary working - 
class party in Korea. The 'DJU' completely broke with opportunism and also the 
national reformism of bourgeois nationalists. As comrade KIM IL SUNG said to 
the meeting that founded the DIN. 


Trreconcilable contradictions 
exist between the imperialists and people 
in the colonies and these contradictions are sharpening 


with the passage of time. 
Because these contradictions are antagonistic 
they cannot be settled by any kind of ‘compromise ' 
and will only be solved when imperialism is overthrown ' 


Thus, the Korean revolution was set on the correct path. The foundation of the 
'DIU' by the great leader comrade KIM IL SUNG heralded the dawn of a new era 
of independence in which the popular masses became masters of their fate, 
masters of their destiny. 


Indeed as the great leader comrade KIM IL SUNG said: 


The formation of this union, 
the first genuine communistic revolutionary organisation in our country, 
was the historic announcement of a new beginning for our revolution. 
With the formation of the DI our people's revolutionary struggle 
began to progress with the principle of independence 
and this was when our Party began to strike its glorious roots 


The 'DIU' proudly proclaimed its aims were to win independence and liberation 
for Korea, to carry out the socialist revolution in Korea, to build socialism and 
communism in Korea and to carry out the world revolution. Thus, for the first 
time in history the lines of national liberation and socialist revolution were 
combined. Moreover the relationship between the national tasks of the working 
class and its international tasks was affirmed. Both the line of combing national 
liberation with socialism and the line of inter - relating the national and 
international tasks of the struggle were a prototype form of the Juche idea of the 
great leader comrade Kim Il Sung. Independence and self reliance were the 
cornerstones of the DIU. 


The DIU was a new kind of revolutionary organisation founded among the 
youth and students of Korea. The great leader comrade KIM IL SUNG had 
prepared the ground for the formation of the 'DIU' by leading many struggles 
amongst the youth and students including a strike of school students against 
reactionary teachers. These struggles fostered core elements of the revolution. It 
was not formed from the factionalists who indulged in empty talk and who were 
divorced from the popular masses as they were drawn from the middle class, 
bourgeoisie and ruined aristocracy. The DIU fought for the revolution on the 
basis of independence. As the great leader comrade KIM JONG IL wrote: 


'The formation of the 'DIU' was a historic declaration 
of a fresh start for the Korean communist movement and the Korean revolution. 
Now, the Korean communist movement and national - liberation movement 
bade farewell to the old generation, 


contaminated by flunkeyism and dogmatism, 
and welcomed a new age based on the principle of independence. 
The establishment of the 'DIU' was the beginning of the struggle 
to found a new type of party, 
a revolutionary party of the Juche type, 
which was different from the one which had previously existed in our country’ 


The Dl was the foundation stone of the Workers' Party of Korea. The idea 
and lines of the 'Down - With - Imperialism - Union' were brilliantly implemented 
and carried forward by the Workers' Party of Korea founded by the great leader 
comrade KIM IL SUNG, and developed the great leader comrade KIM JONG IL. 
As the great leader comrade KIM JONG IL said in his work: 


ne Workers Party of Korea is a Juche - type revolutionary party 
which inherited the glorious traditions of the 'DIU' ... 


.. Our Party which has followed a unique path 
since it started to take root 
with the formation of the 'DIU' 
is a new type of revolutionary working - class party. 


Ours is a Juche - type revolutionary party 
which is guided by the Juche idea 
and carried out its revolutionary activities independently 
and creatively in keeping with the interests of our people 
and conditions in our country. 
By establishing Juche thoroughly in all spheres of Party building 

and activity with the Juche idea as its unalterable guide, 

it has been able to strengthen and develop 

into an indestructible revolutionary parti 


Under the leadership of the dear respected leader Marshal KIM JONG UN, the 
general secretary of the Workers' Party of Korea, the Korean people and WPK 
carry forward the militant revolutionary anti- imperialist traditions of the DIY 
and are advancing towards final victory under the banner of self - reliance and 
self - development first. We salute the anniversary of the formation of the DIV.

Visiting People's Korea 
for the 70th Anniversary 
of the Foundation of the Workers Party of Korea 


( edited and re - published from 2015 ) 
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I visited the Democratic People's Republic of Korea again, for the 10th time, 
from the 8th of October to the 19th 2015 to attend the celebrations for the 70th 
anniversary of the foundation of the Workers' Party of Korea. This was at the 
kind invitation of the Korean Association of Social Scientists. It was a great visit 
and I was very disappointed to leave to go back to the capitalist world where 
everything seems so depressing and miserable. 


During my visit I had working level meetings with the Korean Association of 
Social Scientists. I participated as an observer in the meeting of the Board of 
Directors of the KIM IL SUNG KIM JONG IL International Foundation. I took 
part the seminar on the 9th of October and made a speech to the seminar on 
experiences of Juche Idea Study Groups on the 11th of October. I was proud to 
be awarded the double portrait badge of generalissimos KIM IL SUNG and KIM 
JONG IL, a great honour indeed. 


I was able to have a short meeting with the DPRK Committee for Cultural 
Relations with Foreign Countries during the meal arranged by them on the 8th 
of October. I had a productive meeting with the Anti Imperialist National 
Democratic Front of south Korea. I was able to visit outside of Pyongyang the 
following places such as the Sinchon museum, International Friendship 
Exhibition and West sea barrage and also to walk around Pyongyang quite a lot 
on foot for the first time. Seeing pedestrian underpasses I could not see any 
homeless people. I realised more deeply that the propaganda spread by the 
imperialist mass media is all lies. 


Seeing the DPRK countryside I came to know that the stories about crop failure 
and famine are untrue. Also some elements spread stories about reform' and 
‘opening up' and even the ‘Testoration of capitalism' but in the countryside you 
could see the Red flag proudly displayed on the collective farm fields. 
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There so many highlights of the trip notably the massive military parade to 
celebrate the 70th anniversary of the foundation of the Workers Party of Korea. 


Also there was torchlight parade by tens of thousands of youth was most 
impressive as was the 10,000 strong gala performance on a floating stage. 


I arrived at the new Pyongyang Sunan International Airport on the 8th where I 
was met by an official of the Korean Association of Social Scientists and by my 
guide for the trip Ms Ri, a smartly dressed young lady with a brisk and 
confident walk who is a university student and member of the KIM IL SUNG 
Socialist Youth League. Seeing the new Airport itself was a surprise! All trace of 
the old Sunan airport was gone and instead a new modern airport that is 
spacious and bright. It was constructed by the soldier constructors of the Korean 
Peoples Army totally self reliantly in the spirit of Juche. Many countries can of 
course boast of modern airports but these are constructed with the help of 
foreign capital whereas Sunan Airport is 100 per cent Korean in construction 
and design. There is no HSBC, no McDonald’s, no Starbucks, no KFC! 


Everything is Korean owned and managed! 


It was a contrast to a certain neighbouring country where the first thing you 
can see on coming out of arrivals is a McDonald’s rather than a symbol of the 
country concerned or an enterprise owned by that country , what a poor show! 


Although Sunan Airport now has bigger capacity it still has a calm atmosphere 
and lacks the stress of Heathrow Airport. In some capitalist countries airports 
have been over expanded drawing anger and protests. However the DPRK has 
struck a balance between the need for international air travel and the need for 
environmental harmony. 


Pyongyang was in a truly festive mood ready for October 10th. The red flag of 
the Workers Party of Korea with its distinct hammer, sickle and writing brush 
could be seen flying gaily in the wind on many street corners. On this visit whilst 
visiting the Party Foundation museum I learnt that the fact that that the sickle, 
brush and hammer are upright to symbolise the single hearted unity of the 
masses and that the writing brush is higher to reflect the importance of 
intellectuals in society. 


Of course the DPRK is one of the few countries in the world where you will see 
the Red flag flying on street corners which reflects the fact that the DPRK is 
upholding the red banner of socialism, frustrating all attempts to undermine 
socialism as dear respected Marshal KIM JONG UN said in his recently 
published work: Ihe Cause of the Great Party of Comrades Kim Il Sung and Kim 
Jong Il Is Ever - Victorious: 
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'We must keep a watchful eye 
over all sorts of moves 
by the enemy to undermine 
our socialist system from within, 
approach these moves with political awareness 
and never allow any poisonous weeds of capitalism, 
however trifling, to sprout in the garden of socialism' 


The single hearted unity of the DPRK, was demonstrated by the massive 
military parade, civilian demonstration and torchlight procession of youths. The 
military parade was a superb pageant. It was led by a column representing the 
anti - Japanese guerrillas which was symbolic of the continuity of the revolution 
down the generations. There were the original tanks from the Fatherland 
Liberation War including tank no 312 which was the first tank into Seoul on the 
28th of July 1950, a subtle reminder to the south Korean puppets of the fate 
that awaits them should they provoke a war. There was an impressive display of 
tanks and missiles including long range missiles as well as a nuclear suicide 
unit which shows that if necessary the KPA under the command of supreme 
leader Marshal KIM JONG UN can strike back at the US imperialists in any part 
of the world. The US imperialists may be able to run but they cannot hide from 
the merciless strike of the KPA! 
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There was an ingenious display by planes that flew in the formation of the WPK 
symbol and in the formation of a number 70, such creativity and skill! The 
military parade was followed by a civilian demonstration which demonstrated the 
army people unity which is quite impossible in capitalist society where there is 
conflict between the people and the armed forces. Later I explained to my guide 
Ms Ri that in my country there is conflict between the army and the people 
giving the example of the town where I grew up: there was an army barracks in 
the centre of town but it had to be moved into the countryside far outside town 
because each night the soldiers would go out and get drunk in pubs and beat up 
the civilians ( Ms Ri said that the British Army is not a proper army and that 
KPA soldiers never drink ). 


Dear respected Marshal KIM JONG UN addressed the parade, his voice was 
clear and strong full of conviction. He said: 


For our country and people, 
October 10 is a meaningful revolutionary holiday 
when they celebrate the birth anniversary 
of the genuine vanguard of the revolution, 
its militant General Staff, 
which has taken responsibility 
for their destiny and leads them' 


Military parades in the DPRK are different from those in former socialist 
countries as in the DPRK the paraders march with vigour and enthusiasm and 
with colourful displays. In the former socialist countries the military parades 
looked gloomy. Of course some big powers may put on big military parades but 
these are just for show with no real content. 


In the evening there was a militant torchlight parade of youths followed by a 
colourful firework display. Although the weather was unfavourable the Korean 
young people did not flinch but took part in the parade with vigour ! 


The DPRK government is not afraid of putting large numbers of young people 
on the streets whereas in the UK the government would never risk putting such 
large numbers of youth on the streets as this could led to a riot. 


I also attended the 10000 strong joint performance ‘Great Party, Rosy Korea’. 
This was avery new concept for me as it was performed on a floating stage on 
the River Taedong, something unique and I have never seen this before anywhere 
in the world. The performance was started by schoolchildren but centred on 
veteran artistes of the DPRK. The famous Pochonbo and Wangjaesan bands took 
the stage to perform such classic numbers as ‘My Country is the Best. There 
were so many fascinating pieces of music. The history of the DPRK was 
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represented by music and stunning choreography. I liked seeing a model of tank 
no 312 on the stage. The most striking piece was ‘Peace Is On Our Bayonets’. The 
lead singer for this was in a beautiful woman singer in uniform with a powerful 
and striking voice. This was performed against a striking backdrop showing the 
US flag and White House being destroyed. This demonstrates the strong and 
militant anti imperialist spirit of the DPRK which is not seen in other countries. 


The DPRK fights US imperialism without compromise unlike some countries. 


The anti - imperialist, anti US spirit of the DPRK was also fully demonstrated at 
the new Sinchon Ri museum. Sinchon Ri, is the fateful place where the US 
imperialists and local class enemies committed the crime of murdering 35383 
people or one quarter of the population ( can you imagine the death toll if the 
same thing was done in London, it would 2.2 million people dead! ). 


It is an understatement to say the US imperialists are just as bad as Hitlers 
Nazis, in fact they were much worse! A museum was built at the site of one of 
the massacres not simply as a memorial to those who died but also as a centre 
of anti US anti imperialist class education. Dear respected Marshal KIM JONG 
UN instructed that the museum should be rebuilt and modernised. He also gave 
instructions that it should be moved to the site of where the massacre took place 
in the Chestnut valley as previously those who visited the old museum had to 
travel between sites, the new museum affords greater convenience. The new 

museum is much larger than the old one and has more detailed and graphic 
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displays some with sound effects which tell of the horrendous crimes committed 
by the barbaric and degenerate Yankee imperialists against the Korean people. 


We learnt about the long history of US aggression against Korea which goes 
back over 150 years. In the past the devious US imperialists used religion as a 
means of creating passivity and US worship infiltrating many missionaries into 
Korea to spread the worship of the US and to recruit spies and collaborators. My 
eye was caught by a depiction of Korean shown helping the US imperialists. 


This was a former landlord. Thus, the US imperialists were the external enemy 
but were helped by internal class enemies like former exploiters. The two were 
hand in glove. Today the reactionary exploiting class in south Korea led by 
puppet boss woman Park Geun Hye, is hand in glove with the US imperialists in 
their anti DPRK moves. My guide Ms Ri explained that the nature of the US 
imperialists does not change. I was able to purchase an excellent booklet 
Sinchon Acuses the Yankee barbarians! Probably the DPRK is the only country 
in the world to have such a museum, none of the other socialists countries, 
former or present, carried out such thoroughgoing anti US anti imperialist class 
education and it intends to step it up. 


Visiting the new renovated and expanded Fatherland Liberation War Museum 
one could learn the fact that the US imperialists provoked the Korean War and 
also of the crushing defeat inflicted on them by the heroic Korean Peoples Army 
commanded by the great leader generalissimo KIM IL SUNG the ever - victorious 
iron - willed brilliant commander and gifted military strategist of Juche. Also 
displayed outside were numerous captured US weapons including in pride of 
place the 'USS Pueblo' which was captured on the 23rd of January 1968. At the 
time the US imperialists asked British premier Harold Wilson, who had close 
business relations with the Soviet Union, to ask the USSR to ask the DPRK to 
hand back the ship. The DPRK refused to do so, though the Soviet revisionists 
did put pressure on the DPRK to hand back the ship. 


We also visited the International Friendship Exhibition, situated in the 
beautifully scenic and supremely serene Myohyang mountains. I was proud to 
see the gift, we presented to dear respected Marshal KIM JONG UN in 2013 on 
display. There was a beautiful carpet picture of dear respected Marshal KIM 
JONG UN and comrade Ri Sol Ju on display. Visiting the exhibition we could 
learn of the deep reverence of the world revolutionary and progressive people for 
the great leader President KIM IL SUNG who was the great elder of the 
international communist and working class movement. After seeing the waxwork 
figure of the great leader President KIM IL SUNG Ms Ri said, that she felt that 
she was seeing the great leader President KIM IL SUNG in real life ! 


No visit to Pyongyang is complete without a visit to the amazing Pyongyang 
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Metro. The cost of ride on the Pyongyang Metro is the equivalent of O.003p 
( according to a Google currency converter ), so it is virtually free and war 
veterans get completely free travel. The Pyongyang Metro is clean, free from 
vandalism, graffiti, capitalist advertising and dirt! I told my guide how dirty the 
London Underground is, and she asked why given the high fares on the Tube 
they cannot kept it clean! The Pyongyang Metro is very safe as the platforms are 
wide and each station has 2 Security girls“ who ensure the safety of passengers. 
In London ticket offices are being closed and the numbers of staff reduced. 
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The DPRK is building many blocks of flats such as Mirae Street and handing 
them over to the people free of charge. This would be unthinkable in the UK 
where a flat on the riverside in central London cost £12,000 per month to rent or 
up to £1 million to buy. Even in the run down and poor Woolwich Dockyard 
area ( where I live ) a flat costs £200,000 to buy or £500 to £1000 a month to 
rent. 


Thanks to my dependable and reliable guide Ms Ri, I was able to walk about 
the centre of Pyongyang, which not only afforded me the opportunity of fresh air 
and exercise but gave me the chance, to see the reality of the DPRK even more 
deeply before. Some enemies of the DPRK say that visitors to the DPRK simply 
stay in hotels and go around in tourist buses but do not really know the 
country. This was proved untrue. I encountered busy and bustling streets full of 
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people. In the pedestrian underpasses there were no homeless people that you 
would expect to see in the capitalist countries. Indeed in London some 
pedestrian underpasses at night are full of homeless people, drunks, drug 
addicts and lumpen criminal degenerate type people but in Pyongyang there is 
no such thing. Indeed the DPRK is a highly moral society that does not have 
drug addiction nor does it have pornography or the so - called ‘sex industry’ that 
the capitalist countries have which distorts human values and blights lives. 


There was also no sign of the police oppressing the people nor heavily armed 
police units patrolling the streets. Travelling through the countryside, to various 
places such as Sinchon, Mt Myohyang and Nampo there was absolutely no sign 
of the forced labour camps' and concentration camps that the imperialists claim 
exist in the DPRK. In fact I did not see barbed wire anywhere in the DPRK 
countryside. I realised that the ‘human rights' propaganda of the imperialists and 
the stories spread by defectors are completely false. 
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The DPRK boasts excellent leisure and recreational facilities which are either 
non existent or very expensive in London. We watched a lively performance by 
the dolphins at the Rungna Dolphinarium. I was told it is very cheap to visit this 
place. 


On my last day I visited the famous Munsu Water Park which had not been 
completed when I last visited in 2013. This place is incredibly big with indoor 
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and outside facilities such as slides and a wave machine. It also has its own 
hairdressers and an excellent coffee bar. 


I had the privilege of meeting with for 5th time the Anti - Imperialist National 
Democratic Front of south Korea, the vanguard revolutionaries of south Korea. I 
was shown a video about the US imperialist and south Korean puppet moves to 
tear up recent inter - Korean agreements and provoke war. They also showed me 
a video concerning the attempt to revise history books in south Korea in a way 
as to embellish both Japan's occupation of south Korea and the Park Chung Hee 
military fascist regime and also the struggle of the south Korean people, against 
such a revision. In my discussions with the AINDF I stressed that Park Geun 
Hye styles herself on Thatcher, but in reality Thatcher was a leader hated by 
many British people so, that when she died some people came out on the streets 
to celebrate. The same will happen to Park Geun Hye and her fate will be the 
same as her fathers. I had some very good discussions with the AINDF and 
exchanged gifts with them. I was entertained by an excellent meal by the AINDF 
which included my favourite Korean hot pepper sauce. 


I was honoured to meet secretary Kim Ki Nam and shake his hand. I said to 
him Chosonnodong manse!'( Long live the Worker's Party of Korea! ). 


I also met with Dr Ogami Kenichi, head of the International Institute of the 
Juche Idea and Dr Harish Gupta head of the Asian Regional Institute for the 
Study of the Juche Idea and had discussions with them. I had the privilege of 2 
working level meetings with a senior professor from KASS ( Korean Association of 
Social Scientist ). I also had the opportunity to meet the vice secretary general of 
KASS at a meal arranged on my last night in the DPRK at which I was able to 
enjoy lobster which is only eaten by rich people in my country. The meal was 
very reasonably priced only 58 euros between for 6 people including soju 
( normally in London the same price would only buy a similar meal for two 


people ). 
All in all a great visit! 


I was a bit sad to depart the land of Juche Korea!

Thus, the 
DPRK is becoming a people's paradise the envy of the world people and the 
model that the world revolutionary people can only dream of.

‘About the Democratic People's Republic of Korea Law 
on State Policy on Nuclear Forces' 


On the 8th of September the Supreme People’s Assembly of the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea ( DPRK ) unanimously passed the On The State Policy 
On The Nuclear Forces. This defined the mission of the DPRK nuclear forces to 
deter a war by making hostile forces have a clear understanding of the fact that 
the military confrontation with the DPRK brings about ruin and give up attempts at 
aggression and attack. 


The DPRK's use of nuclear forces can only occur under certain situations, these 
are defined as: 


In case an attack by nuclear weapons 
or other weapons of mass destruction 
was launched or drew near ts judged. 


In case a nuclear or non - nuclear attack 
by hostile forces on the state leadership 
and the command organization of the state's nuclear forces 
was launched or drew near ts judged. 
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In case a fatal military attack 
against important strategic objects 
of the state was launched or drew near is judged. 


In case the need for operation 
for preventing the expansion 
and protraction of a war 
and taking the initiative in the war 
in contingency is inevitably raised 


Marshal KIM JONG UN in his speech to the Supreme People’s Assembly said: 


'The legalization of the policy of the nuclear forces in accordance with the 
unanimous desire and iron will of all the people is of tremendous significance. 


With this, the position of our state as a nuclear nation has become irreversible 


Needless to say the DPRK enemies such as the US imperialist and south 
Korean puppets as well as vassal states of the US are not happy about this. 


A certain British organisation has chimed in with the US imperialists and the 
Foreign and Commonwealth Office by saying that the DPRK’s Law on Nuclear 
Forces is apparently “very worrying development” (?!). What is noteworthy is 
that the organisation concerned fails to use the proper title; DPRK but instead 
throughout the statement refers to ‘North Korea’. 


We answer this ‘criticism’ as follows; 


Firstly, the DPRK new law on nuclear forces does not make explicit reference to 
‘first strikes' or ‘pre - emptive strikes’, although it is implied that under certain 
very limited situations these may be carried out. There is no blank cheque for a 
pre - emptive nuclear strike by the DPRK but rather the DPRK’s nuclear 
weapons are a last resort and a deterrent. 


Secondly, the US has a nuclear first strike policy so why shouldn’t the DPRK 
have one? Why do some people think the imperialists and big countries should 
have a monopoly on a nuclear first strike? Surely it is only fair that the DPRK 
should match the US policy of a nuclear first strike with its own? 


Thirdly, it is the US that first developed nuclear weapons and actually used 
nuclear weapons against a non - nuclear state. Moreover the US considered a 
nuclear first strike against the DPRK during the Korean War of 1950 - 1953, 
during the Pueblo Incident’ of 1968 and the Panmunjom Incident of 1976 and 
other occasions. The US designated the DPRK a target of a US nuclear first 
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strike in 2002. 


Fourthly, Korea was divided by force by the US in 1945 and the DPRK was 
invaded by the US imperialist in 1950 with at least 1.2 million civilians killed 
and the country devastated completely. The DPRK’s nuclear deterrent will 
ensure this does not happen again. 


Fifthly, is the DPRK supposed to fold its arms and just sit and wait to be 
invaded by the US imperialists. 


Sixth, the experience of the 1962 Caribbean crisis in which the USSR pulled its 
missiles out of Cuba and allowed UN inspections after only 6 days and without 
consulting the Cuban leadership shows that a small country cannot rely on a big 
country for its defence. Moreover the experience of some big powers recently 
shows that such countries may not be an efficient ally as some imagine them to 
be. 


Seventh, the DPRK did all that it could to work towards a peaceful settlement of 
DPRK - US relations and issues on the Korean peninsula by holding 2 summits 
and 1 meeting with US president Trump as well as 3 Inter - Korean summits. 


In conclusion we would point out that the DPRK’s Law on the State Policy of 
Nuclear Forces is about defending the DPRK’s independence and territorial 
integrity as well as the socialist system of the DPRK. It is regrettably that some 
who style themselves as ‘progressives' or '‘eftists' share the desire of the 
imperialists for the dismantling of the socialist system of the DPRK or for 
'reforms' and ‘opening up’. 


The DPRK’s Law On State Policy of Nuclear Forces is the independent and 
sovereign right of the DPRK which no one should interfere in or take issue with!

Respected Marshal KIM JONG UN, is an astute and intelligent leader who is not 
fooled the imperialists rhetoric and soft soap about peace, the talk of peace by 
the US is just deception. 


The US imperialists want to force the DPRK into unilateral disarmament, so 
they can overthrow the socialist system. The US imperialists and world 
imperialists are imposing sanction after sanction against the DPRK but 
respected Marshal KIM JONG UN defiantly said: 
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Let them impose sanctions for 100, 
nay 1 OOO days 
or even ten or 100 years' 


Respected Marshal KIM JONG UN's speech is a militant declaration that the 
DPRK will not compromise with the imperialists. The DPRK has rejected all 
attempts to disarm it and push it down a certain path. Four years ago some 
people were saying that the DPRK would unilaterally disarm itself and even open 
a McDonalds in Pyongyang as well as joining the IMF of the imperialists .

And I will 
never return to my corrupted nation. I have already dreamt many times working 
and living and meeting the great leaders in holy land in my dream while I was 
sleeping at night. I have an undying hope that one day it will come true in my real 
life in the coming years. Although I live in Nepal, which is more than 5000 miles 
away from the peoples' Korea, my heart and soul is in the DPRK. My red heart is 
full of great, patriotic North Korean love and history. I assure that if People's Korea 
gets any difficulty like war, invasion and attack from the imperialists; I will 
sacrifice my life and fight for such a great, patriotic, holy land happily. If I pass 
away in the DPRK, my soul will be happy for thousands of years.

As the education and health is free there, the 
burdens of earning money have decreased importantly. 


3) Son and daughter will be equal: 


If I would be in DPRK, there would not be any discrimination between son and 
daughter form the side of state. Both would be equal and they both will get equal 
chance to work and serve for the nation. But in my nation women are just given 
33% participation in government services, and social services. It shows that here is 
still not equality between sons and daughter. 


And In fact, in my society or in my nation, sons are given high priority than the 
daughter because of religious and economical point of view but I do not like this 
type of thing. In my opinion both sons and daughters are human and precious 
phenomena of the beautiful planet. Both are equally important for the human 
generational cycle therefore DPRK had adapted the best equality law on 30" July 
1946 about 76 years ago. Thank you so much dear leader for your highly wise 
feminist law. 


4) Deep brotherhood between people: 


The North Korean are one for the nation and regard the nation as a big family 
and people are the members of the family. There is high level of brotherhood 
between every North Korean. They dance together whether they know or not each 
other. There is no need to know each other, they believe each other. Because they 
know that they are all North Koreans.

He may attack me etc. So our mind becomes full of fears when we come out of our 
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home. 
5) Fearless mind and happy mind: 


In DPRK, all people are educated with highly patriotic approach and all borders 
are strong and high level of legal provision and punishment, there is no need to be 
worry about lies and personality killing cases. There are not the problems of 
robbery, stealth, murder, contract killer, rape, acid attack and rough driving on the 
street however in my nation these all things are very common and everything is 
free for the people who have enough money and power. Here is extremely high 
level of impunity so my mind ts full of fears whenever I come out of my home. In 
my opinion, DPRK is the place to live for the good people with heavenly qualities 
and my nation is the place to live with corrupted, narrow minted, money minded, 
criminal, foreigner agents, and self centered and greedy people so it has been very 
difficult for me to survive here therefore I want to sift to DPRK and live there 
forever. 


6) I would be working as a scientist: 


Although I have done masters in Management and Economics and now I am 
planning to do PHD in economics, my childhood dream was to be a scientist and 
explore more about the nature and the universe. At my school, my favorite subject 
was science and I used to obtain highest marks in science subject. I still remember 
those beautiful experiments of science in the laboratory under the supervision my 
science teacher. 


However; when I completed school lever or 10 class then, I went to capital city 
Kathmandu to join science faculty for the higher secondary education but; because 
of the lack of money, I could not join science faculty. I was very sorry for this and 1 
am still sorry for this. In my nation after 10 class I should choose a faculty and 
science is the most expensive faculty so low income level parents can't afford for 
this. I still have the dream of being a scientist therefore I might join science faculty 
in my old age because our nation also needs nuclear weapons and chemical 
industries. But if I was in DPRK I would not have problem of studying science. I 
would get free education, free books, free dress, and free materials so I could 
study science vigorously as much as I could and I could have completed my dream 
and now I would be working as a chemical scientist or an aerospace scientist or a 
nuclear scientist. 


7) My sister would be completely safe: 


If I was in DPRK, my sister would be completely safe from being raped, sexual 
misbehavior and the target of worst people. There are all people civilized, educated 
therefore they don’t care about other girls and women. They don’t pay interest in 
making fraud love and wasting and damaging other's life. But in my nation when 
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a daughter goes out, her family gets headache until she arrives home safely. 
Every parent has a severe headache of being their daughter raped, kidnapped, 
murdered and sexual slaves. In my nation, seven girls or women are raped daily 
which is really unpleasant to listen. I can still see that some of the people's job of 
my society is to search for young girl and have a sex with them. This situation has 
made me so sad and angry so am thinking seriously about the ideas of saving 
young girls in my society. So I have decided to participate in the election of 
parliament member, if I win the election I will try to pass the law of capital 
punishment for the rapists and murders etc. 


8) No news of suicide would be heard: 


We all know that our life comes only once on this planet and everyone has an 
aim of fulfilling their basic needs easily without any hard difficulties however In 
my nation it is very difficult to fulfill our daily necessity so many people commit 
suicide to take a long peaceful rest rather than taking a lot of tensions and living 
like an animal on this planet. I am tired of listening the news of suicide committed 
every day here and I feel very sorry and bad. On an average 18 People commit 
suicide in my nation every day and I have found out the major reasons of 
committing the suicide that are the weakness of the government, not caring of the 
people, lack of justice, no hope form the government, economical burdens, over 
debt, depression by scarcity etc. But in DPRK, there are not suicide cases because 
people are happy enough with the government. They have full hope with the 
government. They get full support from the government. Everyone has a 
respectable job to contribute for the nation. Basic needs are easily fulfilled and 
there is no debt lending system through the capitalist, blood sucking banks. 
Everyone's Life is well managed in the DPRK. 


9) No depression to my children: 


In DPRK, education system is very nice. There are not unnecessary subjects at 
primary level and at all academic courses and years. They all get chance to learn 
in naturally decorated, clean, open, dust free, green, panoramic environment with 
great love, care and affection; so mind of children would be open, happy and 
healthy however in my nation 9 to 10 books are taught at primary level and books 
and copies fill a big bag. Primary level students look as if they are porters to carry 
heavy loads. They are taught a lot unnecessary things which certainly bother their 
mind. They are given a lot of unnecessary homework and they are beaten severely 
if the homework isn’t done therefore most of the school children are in depression 
and not happy any more with school and school's course, school's teacher and 
school's environment. But it is our compulsion to send our children in such a tense 
place because leaders of our nation are dump. 


10) Planned economy No price fluctuation: 
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DPRK has planned economy so they have already calculated the national 
demands of goods and services and they produce according to their pre planning 
and supply to the people and the related location therefore there is not the 
imbalance between demand and supply and prices are constant for many years 
however in my nation our economy is unplanned and unmanaged, the nation has 
no fixed panning to fulfill the national demands so 70% of goods are imported from 
abroad therefore prices are rocketing every day and every week. Therefore it is 
very difficult to manage life here. As I have experienced that this year the price of 
cooking oil has increased by 40% and Price of paper has increased by 100%. And 
another problem is; every year our government increases the salary of government 
servants by 10 to 20 percents and at the same time the prices of all goods and 
services goes up in the same ratio or more than that however 80% of population is 
jobless and how can they tickle with the price rise but the government doesn't care 
about it. Iam always very surprised by this stupid and unequal behavior of our 
mindless government. 


11) No prostitutes In DPRK. 


Prostitution has been completely banned in the DPRK and jobs are provided to 
everyone. Nobody needs to do such disgusting work to survive but; although 
prostitution is illegal in my nation women are compelled to involve on it to maintain 
their urban lifestyle and for many to fulfill basic needs and run their family so we 
can easily see girls and women bargaining for money to prostitution with boys or 
men on the bridges and at parks in the cities. Seeing this heart breaking and 
pitiable situation, I have been so sorry. They are also human being; they also want 
to live in this society respectfully and peacefully however because of poverty, lack 
of jobs, and desire of earning a lot of money to maintain higher social standard is 
going kill them forever. It is really disgusting and has made our society completely 
worst. I think it is one of the most common features of a capitalist society too. 


12) I would not see beggar. 


I am tired of giving money to the beggar in my town. There are a lot of helpless, 
homeless, physically disabled people in our town. They ask for money and I 
cannot see their pitiable situation therefore I give them money and whatever 1l 
have. I lose myself deeply sometimes that human life comes only once but also 
why the people can't live happily without any lacks. So if I would be living in 
DPRK, I would not see any beggars and homeless because everyone one has been 
gwen a free home by the government and a job to everyone and disabled people 
have been managed with the systematic homes and building therefore DPRK is a 
paradise to the helpless and disabled people. 


13) Loan Free Family: 


If I would be living in the DPRK I would be living without any debts with my 
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family because there are not profit making banks in the DPRK. They do not lend 
debt to the public but they directly invest money on the related field to produce 
necessary goods and they provides jobs to the people and people earn money from 
the jobs however I am living in Nepal and Iam facing huge debt problem. 


Not only me, but also every family has debt in our society, except the corrupted 
leader and very rich family. We have a huge tension that we have to pay the debt 
on time otherwise the bank will take our home away and we do not have fixed 
jobs and incomes. The government doesn’t care about this. And capitalist banks 
are becoming richer and richer by taking high rate of interest from the poor people. 
And the poor are becoming poorer and poorer which is really heart rending scene 
that is commonly available everywhere form city, town to the remote village in my 
nation. 


14) In conclusion: 


Not only my nation, perhaps all the capitalist country all around the world may 
have the similar problems as I have been facing. Who wants to live in this worst 
and unpleasant human exploitive, happy disappearing, mountains of sadness 
and pains, troublesome, frauds, lies, blood sucking, uncivilized, hopeless, loveless, 
disgusting society therefore living in the People's Korea would be a heaven for me.

Looking around anti - tidal dykes in some areas including Yonan and 
Chongdan counties and Haeju City, the premier called upon officials to 
constantly push ahead with the work for boosting the capability to prevent 
-disasters above all other works, bearing in mind that it is an important work for

the prosperity and development of the state and the protection of the people's 
lives. 


He stressed the need to give priority to the work for examining in detail the 
security of the housing estates and the public facilities and for finding out all 
defects and eliminating them and to reinforce the anti - tidal dykes, making it a 
fait accompli that the subsequent typhoons hit the country. 


While learning about the farming of different farms in Haeju City and Pyoksong, 
Kangryong, Sinchon, Thaethan and other counties, he called upon officials and 
working people in the field of agriculture to increase crop yields to the maximum 
by conducting manuring and cultivation of crops in a responsible manner, not 
slackening tension in line with the persistent unfavorable climate.

Makes Policy Speech at Seventh Session 
of the 14th Supreme People's Assembly 
of Democratic People's Republic of Korea 


The respected Comrade Kim Jong Un made a policy speech at the Seventh 
Session of the 14th Supreme People's Assembly of the Democratic People's 
Republic of Korea on September 8. 


Following is the full text of the policy speech: 


Dear comrade Deputies, 
Esteemed Chairman of the Standing Committee and Deputy Speaker 
of the Supreme People's Assembly, 
Dear observers, 
This Seventh Session of the 14th Supreme People's Assembly, 
convened in the lead - up to this anniversary of the founding of our glorious country, 
has provided legal weapons which are of great significance 
in implementing the major policies of the Party and the government. 


In particular, the adoption of a law related with the policy of the nation's nuclear forces 
in accordance with the unanimous will of all the Korean people 
is a noteworthy event that proclaimed at home and abroad 
that we have come to possess by law a war deterrent 
as a means for defending the state. 
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Thus achieved is another important historic cause 
of establishing a political and institutional mechanism 
for definitely guaranteeing the eternal security of our state 
and people as well as the distant future. 


Recognizing that the policy of the nuclear forces 
was instituted as a law in a historic period, 
very important in view of the current situation of our revolution, 
the trend of developments and the mission of the nuclear forces of our Republic, 
I feel grateful that all the Deputies adopted with unanimous approval, 
the most important law at a most important moment. 


I also extend warm encouragement 
and greetings to Deputies who, 
as representatives of the people, 
are devoting all their efforts, 
wisdom and passion for consolidating the state power rock - solid 
and accomplishing the struggle objectives 
advanced at the Eighth Congress of the Workers' Party of Korea. 


Comrades, 
The higher the stage of socialist construction 
for achieving the independence of the masses reaches, 
the greater the challenge and resistance by the imperialists become. 


As long as imperialism, 
whose inherent nature and means of existence is aggression and plunder, 
exists, the source of war cannot be rooted out, 
and antagonism and struggle between socialism, 
which aspires after independence and peace, 
and imperialism is unavoidable in the development of history. 


Therefore, 
it is a crucial and vital requirement in achieving a steady development 
and prosperity of socialism that conditions 
and an environment that allow no aggressive threat be created; 
to this end, we should possess an absolute strength 
with which we can definitely overwhelm the enemy. 


Our Republic, 
as a citadel of the anti - imperialist struggle and a fortress of socialism, 
resolutely promoted the construction 
of a self - reliant national defence capability 
according to its own timetable in the face of intervention 
and pressures by the hostile forces of all hues. 


By doing so, 
it put an end to the era when the US imperialists 
unilaterally imposed nuclear threat. 


And today it has accomplished the historic cause 
of making a permanent legal confirmation 
of the law of the policy of the nuclear forces. 


This ts a clearer demonstration 
of the independent determination 
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of the government 
of the Republic 
and its will to defend 
the sovereignty and interests of the state. 


Our nuclear weapons are a means for containment 

and ultimate weapon that our Republic, 
which from the early days of its birth 
had been under the nuclear threat by the United States, 
the first country to use nuclear weapons 
and the largest nuclear power in the world, 
possessed by waging an arduous 
and bloody struggle for scores of years 
so as to reliably defend its dignity and security 
and completely remove the danger of a nuclear war. 


With an absurd sophistry 

that our nuclear weapons 
and our strengthening of the self - defence capability 

pose a serious threat to global peace 
and the security in the region, 
the United States is now obsessed 
with spreading a rumour in the international arena 
aimed at demonizing the government of our Republic; 
it is also tenaciously resorting to the harshest - ever sanctions 
and blockade and political and military offensive 
to bring us under its control psychologically 

and physically even by enlisting all its vassal forces. 


What the United States tries to achieve 
is not merely to remove our nuclear weapons; 
its final objective is to overthrow our government 
some day by inducing us to abandon the nuclear weapons 
and further give up our capability of exercising 
the right to self - defence 
or by making the capability inferior to its own. 


Through unheard - of sanctions and blockade, 
it is attempting to make us think 
about the cost of our option for the nuclear weapons 
and induce and incite complaint among our people about their Party and government 
by creating a harsh environment for us 
and by making us feel worn out and uncertain 
and threatened with regard to the environment 
for a stable development of our state; 
in this way they are trying to lead us 
but to give up the nuclear weapons of our own accord. 


But never. 
It is the enemy's misjudgment and miscalculation. 


Let them impose sanctions for 100, 
nay 1 000 days or even ten or 100 years. 


It is not we that would give up the right to self - defence, 
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on which the country's right to existence 
and the security of the future of the state 


and the people depend, 
so as to escape or make a detour 
even a moment around the difficulties 
we are experiencing now; 
we can never give up the nuclear weapons 
however harsh the circumstances are in the political 
and military situations the United States 

has created on the Korean peninsula 

and moreover as we have to contain the United States, 
our nuclear enemy state, in a far - sighted way. 


Our people are well aware 
of the many historical events in the 20th century and 21st century, 

in which some countries saw 

and are seeing their last days 
and tragic ends as a result 

of wrong choices they made unable 
to bear the US imperialists’ 
stereotyped preaching and sophistry, 
sanctions and pressure, and military threat. 


Our generation will not pursue an immediately visible improved environment 

for the economic life at the cost of giving up the nuclear weapons, 
which guarantee the security of the government of our Republic 

and the coming generations, 

to find our own comfort and to escape today's difficulties 
unable to bear the enemy's deceitful preaching 
and tenacious pressure, 
nor will we change our choice 
even if it would mean experiencing great difficulties. 


In this way, 
we should remain as the greatest and iron - willed generation 
in the history of our Republic's development. 


The United States can never 
and ever realize their ambition with regard to our state 
or make our people change their choice. 


Whose side on earth is the time on? 


It is the enemy who feel hard - pressed now; 
we do not feel hard - pressed, 
and we are fully able to live by our own efforts 
and in our own way even in these circumstances. 


In direct proportion 
to the increase of the period of suffering 
imposed on our people by the US's brutal hostile policy against us, 
our absolute strength is continuing 
to be built up at exponential speed 
and the security threat they have 
to face is increasing in direct proportion. 


The nuclear forces of our Republic 
will responsibly perform their important mission 
to contain grave political and military provocations 


against our state by the United States 
and its vassal forces and to put their prospective threats under control, 
and today this was clarified in a law of the state. 


As our Republic values most its independence 
and self - respect and the destiny of its people, 
never forgives hostile acts that may do harm to them 
and means what it says, 
it could take such an audacious political decision 
as codifying the policy of the nation's nuclear forces in a law. 


The world will clearly realize once again 
what is a truly independent powerful country and a state 
of justice in modern days, 
when pursuit of hegemony is more rampant, 
and how mighty is the unquenchable spirit of our Republic 
dealing squarely with the United States, 
the empire of evil. 


Comrades, 
Looking back the arduous and protracted journey 
that our revolution has made so far 
since it started out with two pistols, 
all the events of history condensed in it tug at my heartstrings. 


The successes achieved are really great, 
and they are felt weightier and more valuable 
as they are a fruition of the unstinted support and encouragement 
from all the people, their precious sweat and blood, 
and their indescribable painstaking efforts. 


To tell the truth, 
we had to build up the nuclear forces of our Republic 
and make its combat preparedness perfect while standing face - to - face 
with the allied imperialist forces single - handedly 
and coping with their most inhumane 
and outrageous moves of sanctions and suffocation. 


It was a do - or - die battle we had 
to fight in the face of untold sufferings and trials. 


It meant that our beloved children 
and all other people had to tighten their belts 
still further and suffer from greater hunger, 
and that all our dear families 
had to undergo appalling difficulties in life. 


Although it was an unavoidable choice 
we had to make to win a greater victory, 
it was an untrodden path 
on which we had to be prepared 
to suffer unbearable loss 
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and the result of which we were little sure of. 


Nevertheless, 
our people rendered absolute support to our Party for the cause, 
which it started with the trust in them alone, 
making single - hearted and all - out efforts 
for it despite all manner of hardships.

by overcoming all sorts of trials by dint of their unique, 
strenuous fortitude and patriotism, 
have finally raised the glory and dignity of our state 
up to such a height as no one would ever dispute it. 


On behalf of the Party and government, 
I extend my heartfelt thanks to our people throughout the country. 


Comrades, 
The legalization of the policy of the nuclear forces 
in accordance with the unanimous desire 
and iron will of all the people is of tremendous significance. 


With this, 
the position of our state 
as a nuclear nation has become irreversible. 


If our nuclear policy is to be changed now, 
the world has to be changed, 
and so should the political 
and military environment on the Korean peninsula. 


There will never be such a thing 
as our abandonment of the nuclear weapons 
or denuclearization first, 
nor will there be any negotiations 
to this end or bargaining chip in these processes. 


The nuclear weapons represent our nation's dignity and honour; 
they mean the absolute might of our Republic 
and a source of the great pride of the Korean people. 


As long as there exist nuclear weapons 
and remains imperialism on the earth, 
and as long as the United States 
and its vassal forces refuse to stop their anti - DPRK maneuverings, 
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our journey of building up the nuclear forces will not come to an end. 


Our Republic's nuclear forces represent the destiny of the country 
and the people and their lasting prestige - this is our steadfast stand. 


We have drawn the line 
of no retreat regarding our nuclear weapons 
so that there will be no longer any bargaining over them. 


Herein lies the great importance 
of the legalization of the policy of the nuclear forces. 


The event has made the peace - loving stand 
of the government of our Republic 

and our policy of the nation's nuclear forces 
more transparent and justifiable. 


It is a desire of humanity 
to live in a peaceful world free from aggression and war. 


Yet, peace does not come of its own accord simply 
because they are desirous of it; 
it is something that we can achieve 
and defend only when we are strong enough 
to contain the imperialist tyranny. 


Our Republic's legalization of the policy 
of the nuclear forces constitutes 
a righteous blow to the imperialists 
who are violating and disrupting the right 
to independence and peace. 


Our Republic's nuclear forces 
exist and will come into use to defend our territory, 
people and self - respect and global peace 
and security from the imperialist tyranny, 
and not to pursue intervention in the internal affairs 
of other nations or hegemony. 


Accordingly, 
they in no way pose any threat to those nations 
and peoples that are friendly to us and desirous of peace. 


For their inherent characteristics, 
the standards and principles of management, 
operation and other matters related with nuclear weapons 
should be clearly stipulated by law. 


Otherwise, 
they might fall into an uncontrollable state 
to be misused for other purpose, 
or employed in pursuance of any unjustifiable interests, 
driving humanity into a horrible nuclear holocaust at any moment. 


The current law on the policy of our Republic's nuclear forces 
clearly stipulates detailed provisions, 
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such as the mission 
and composition of the nuclear forces, 
control and command over them, 
principles and conditions for their use, 
and their safe maintenance and protection. 


Such being the case, 
the law fully accords with the desire of humanity 
for justice and peace, 
and there is no room for anyone to pick a quarrel with, 
or question, our nuclear forces in the future. 


The legal weapon, 
provided to reliably guarantee the historic advance 
towards the comprehensive development 
of our own style of socialism, 
constitutes, together with the proud victories 
and successes achieved this year, 
an epoch - making occasion in remarkably raising 
the fighting spirit of all the people. 


This year the government of our Republic 
has been faced with the heavy task 
of building a high road 
to fulfilling the five - year plan 
set out by the Eighth Party Congress. 


Every part of the efforts to carry it out 
has encountered unprecedented trials and ordeals, 
but our struggle has been more courageous and progressive, 
and has borne more valuable fruits.

The world will watch with keen interest 
how our people's choice of building 
a powerful socialist country will be kept, 
how the DPRK will carry out its determination 
and what other amazing miracles will be worked on this land. 


To grow stronger in the face of trials 
and to steadily develop and advance 
by building on the successes already gained 
is our Republic's unique trait 
which has been proven in the course it has followed. 


As this immutable law dictates, 
we should continue to grow stronger in the future, too, 
and accomplish the struggle tasks we set out to do 
in an unconditional and perfect manner 
with no alteration on the road of our choice. 


Today the government of our Republic 
is faced with the task of thoroughly maintaining 
and implementing the Party's lines 
and policies to achieve fresh innovations 
and development befitting the prestige of our state in every field. 


To enhance our ultimate strength 
into infinity and make our armed forces

In view of the geopolitical features 
and strategic position of our country

"Korean - style three - axis system," 
asserting the brigandish logic of containing us 
to make up for its army's military inferiority;

and modernization of armaments

show that the military situation around our state

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It is also necessary to steadily step up the deployment 
of cutting - edge strategic and tactical weapon systems 
for combat and direct all efforts to remarkably strengthening 
the war deterrent of the country. 


We should further strengthen the politico - ideological might unique to our state 
and give fullest play to it in all sectors. 


All our people are firmly united with one ideology 
and will and with noble virtues and human feeling, 
and make devoted efforts 
for the prosperity of their country - this is the advantage unique to our country 
and the motive force that brings about all great miracles on this land. 


The might of single - hearted unity - the invincible might 
of our style of socialism 
and the most powerful weapon of our state - should be further consolidated 
in ideology, purpose and moral obligation. 


We must thoroughly apply the people - first politics 
of our Party in the overall state affairs 
and intensify the activities of state power 
to ensure that all the people take an active part 
in the political affairs as masters of the state and society. 


We should instill in all 
the members of society 

the pride and dignity that our ideology, 

our system, our culture and our lifestyle 

are the best, 
and inspire them to continue to give full play 
to the collectivist spirit, 
communist virtues and beautiful traits of our society. 


Our country will always prosper without any vacillation 
when all the people remain faithful to their civic duties 
while putting the interests of the state 
and the collective first in their consideration 
and live and work as genuine socialist working people 
who devote their patriotic mind 
for the development and prosperity of their country. 


We should direct great efforts 
to preparing all the people and service personnel 
of the People's Army to be vanguard class fighters 
and combatants who firmly safeguard their socialist country 
with a steadfast viewpoint on the archenemy and other enemies, 
and thus consolidate our politico - ideological position and class position. 


The government of the Republic should dynamically push forward 
the struggle for implementing the five - year plan 
for national economic development 
and follow up the success in the next stage. 


The most important revolutionary task facing the government 
is to definitely consolidate the foundations 
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for achieving the comprehensive development 
of our own style of socialism 
and satisfactorily solve such urgent problems 
concerning the improvement of the people's living standards 
as the problems of food and consumer goods 
by implementing the five - year plan without fail. 


The five - year plan 
is aimed at advancing towards sustained economic growth 
and remarkable improvement of the people's living standards 
on the basis of the economic situation of the country 
and the actual feasibilities. 


When the five - year plan is implemented, 
the overall national economy 
will be put on a growth orbit with its work system, 

the ties among its sectors 

and its self - supporting foundations 

being readjusted and reinforced, 
and substantial changes 
will be brought about in solving the problems of food, 
clothing and housing for the people. 


Actually, according to the strategy 
of readjustment and reinforcement, 
the lifeline and integrity of the country's economy 
have been further strengthened, 
many tirrationalities rectified in the economic management, 
and normalization of production, renovation of production lines 
and provision of domestic raw 
and other materials actively promoted 
over the past one year and eight months. 


In particular, a vigorous drive for building 50 000 flats in Pyongyang 


and for provincial construction 
and rural construction was launched, 
opening up a bright prospect for solving the housing problem. 


As was Clarified at the Eighth Party Congress, 
the GDP would increase by more than 40 percent 
and the production of consumer goods by more than 30 percent 
by the end of 2025 as compared to 2020. 


This shows that carrying out the five - year plan 
will provide a guarantee for giving an impetus 
to economic development of the country 
and the improvement of the people's living standards 
and for marching confidently towards 
a more gigantic struggle of the next stage. 


Although the economic difficulties facing us now are severe, 
the government of the Republic, 
which has taken responsibility 
for the destiny and livelihood of the people, 
should set a correct orientation of struggle 
for implementing the five - year plan 
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and execute it forcefully, 
and thereby achieve good results without fail. 


The Cabinet, 
as the country's economic headquarters, 
should properly regulate economic construction 
and development in the direction 
of strictly supervising the overall economic work 
and pushing ahead with the work as a whole. 


As the Cabinet is dealing 
with the overall economic work of the country, 
it is important for it to efficiently plan 
and direct the undertakings 
for developing the national economy as a whole 
in a simultaneous and balanced way. 


The Cabinet should focus on the key sectors 
which are the cornerstone of the country's economy, 
and at the same time be concerned about, 
responsible for and take care of other economic sectors 
and the people's livelihood as a whole. 


The system and order of placing the country's economic work 
under the control of the Cabinet are getting stronger. 


To keep with this, 
the Cabinet should take a proper control of the overall production 
and other economic activities, 
ensure an organic link and cooperation among economic sectors, 
and take practical and timely measures for boosting the sectors 
that are lagging behind or backward. 


In this way it can ensure balance, 
smoothness and efficiency of the country's economic work. 


It should put major and sustained efforts 
into agricultural production 
and the development of light industry 
so as to settle the problems of food and consumer goods in the near future. 


All the economic policies of our Party and government 
are geared to providing the people with an affluent life 
with nothing to envy by fully satisfying their material and economic needs. 


The socialist construction we are pressing on with is, 
to all intents and purposes, 
a struggle for building an ideal society the people are desirous of and dream about. 


Therefore, the more the struggle is intensified, 
the more substantial results it should beget for the benefit of the people. 


If we fail to properly solve even elementary problems 
arising in the people's living, 
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making the people have a hard time on and on, 
then our effort for economic work would be futile, 
no matter how hard we try for it. 


What is most urgent in stabilizing 
and improving the people's living 
is to solve the problems of food and consumer goods. 


During the five - year plan period, 
we should hit the national target of grain production 
without fail to supply the people with enough food, 
and increase production in light industry both in quality and quantity 
to solve the problems of daily necessaries and basic foodstuffs satisfactorily. 


An important task to this end is to put farming on a stable footing, 
increase its productivity, 
change the structure of grain production 
and improve grain procurement and food supply. 


As farming conditions and environment 
are expected to turn more unfavourable, 
it is necessary to take measures to cope with them. 


Scientific and technological measures like the seed revolution 
should be taken as the main link in the whole chain of farming 
so as to have a high and stable harvest without being affected 

by any change in the climatic conditions. 


The whole country should be mobilized to provide labour assistance to the countryside, 
and sufficient amounts of materials 
supplied to meet the demands of the yearly farming. 


Officials, in particular, 
should regard unfavourable climatic conditions as a fait accompli, 
conduct an overall examination of agricultural production and, 
in line with this, 
give guidance over farming 
in a scientific and planned way. 


An important way to reduce the imbalance 
in agricultural production and increase its stability 
is to rehabilitate the irrigation facilities and bring them to perfection. 


The whole country should turn out in the effort to carry out 
the project of rebuilding the irrigation facilities 
without fail in two or three years 
by restoring or readjusting what have been destroyed 
or aged and by installing more where necessary. 


The area of cultivation of wheat and its output have begun to increase this year; 
in the future, they should be increased year after year. 


Along with this, 
the work of properly storing and processing the crop 
should be conducted in parallel so that the policy of the Party 
and government for improving the people's diet can prove its worth in reality. 
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The effort for rural rejuvenation 
should be stepped up under the banner 
of the rural revolution programme in the new era. 


Rural rejuvenation precisely means 
the solving of the socialist rural question 
and the struggle to defend socialism. 


As ts clarified in the rural revolution programme in the new era, 
the first and foremost task in this regard 
is to enlighten the agricultural workers. 


Only when the level of consciousness 
of the agricultural workers, 
masters of the rural revolution, is raised, 

can they have a clear understanding 
of the rural revolution programme in the new era, 
play the core and leading role in implementing it 

and contribute positively to further developing the socialist 
countryside as required by the rapidly - changing times. 


In order to widen the range of the ideological consciousness 
of the agricultural workers, 
it is necessary to inject progressive 
and modern natures into the rural areas. 


We should energetically push ahead with the work 
of upgrading the agricultural production environment 
including putting agricultural production on a scientific, 
modern and IT footing and mechanizing farm work on a high level. 


By doing this, 
we can not only bring about a change 
in the ideological consciousness of the agricultural workers 
but also transform all the rural communities into rich ones. 


We should map out correct plans for rural construction 
with the main emphasis on housing construction 
and in accordance with the local and geographical characteristics. 


And we should carry them out step by step 
so that the rapid rejuvenation of our country's rural communities 
can be noticeable and be enjoyed by the farmers. 


We should boost the country's fishing industry 
so as to supply the people with more fish. 


The fishing industry should extensively 
and steadily conduct various fish farming activities 
including releasing fry and cage - net fish farming 
in all rivers and lakes, 
at the same time as undertaking sea fishing and sea culture briskly. 


What is important here is to carry on scientific 
and regular investigation 
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into the state of the conservation 
and propagation 
of the aquatic resources and, 
based on this, 
increase aquatic production in a planned manner. 


We need to give a spur to effecting a revolution 
in light industry so as to solve the problem of consumer goods. 


Improving the quality of consumer goods 
is the seed and basic orientation 
of the revolution in light industry. 


If we, bent on fulfilling the immediate plans, 
continue to produce low - quality consumer goods in disregard of the demand 
and desires of the people who are becoming more cultured day after day, 
light industry of the country will drift into a vicious cycle 
and its development can never be expected. 


The light industry sector should help its scientists, 
technicians and workers to widen their horizons 
and steadily raise their technical level and skills, 
and make exacting demands upon ensuring the quality of the raw 
and other materials, 
modernizing production lines and quality control work. 


In this way, 
it should fully guarantee the quality of consumer goods 
with the people's appraisal as the standard. 


By bolstering up the regional industries across the country, 
we should usher in a new era, 
in which regions are transformed and develop by themselves. 


If the regional - industry factories in all cities 
and counties play their proper role, 
they can solve a number of problems 
in developing the country's economy 
and improving people's living standards. 


Having renovated its regional - industry factories, 
Kimhwa County is meeting its local demands with its own raw material sources. 
We should powerfully push ahead with the work 
of expanding this practical experience to all the cities 
and counties across the country. 


With regard to this, 
the state should establish a promoting committee 
so that it can take responsibility for renovating 
the regional - industry factories in cities and counties, 
including their designing and execution 
of their building, 
and push ahead with the projects. 
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Since the current capacity of cities and counties is weak, 
we, after the factories have been renovated, 
should take measures for securing raw materials 
for them and making initial investment in them 
until they can stand on their own feet. 


The regional - industry factories should focus on improving the quality of their products 


and thus make a substantial contribution 
to improving the local people's livelihood. 
And they should ensure expanded re - production 
so that they can operate by their own efforts. 


In implementing the five - year plan for national economic development, 
key industries should continue to fly the banner 
and lead the national economy as a whole. 


Key industries are the cornerstone and mainstay in our self - supporting economy; 
only when these sectors bring about an upsurge in production, 
can the overall national economy rise up 
and a bright view of the economic development 
of the next stage can be created. 


For this reason, the Party and the government 
have already disbursed a large sum of money 
on bolstering up the metal and chemical industries, 
and intend to take more economic and practical measures needed 
for renovating the electric - power industry and various other key industries, 
expanding their capacity 
and putting their production on a normal track. 


The metal, chemical and other key industrial sectors 
should carry out their production plans under any circumstances 
and without delay as they perseveringly implement the plans pertaining 
to the strategy of readjustment and reinforcement, 
so as to build up a more powerful motive force and potentialities 
for the growth and development of the national economy. 


In particular, the management of labour, 
equipment and technology 
should be performed on a regular basis according to well - thought - out plans 
in order to prevent economic loss 
caused by different kinds of equipment - related accidents, 
and a closer connection between production and consumption 
should be built up from the standpoint of the state 
so as to enable the key industrial sectors to work without a hitch. 


All sectors and units of the national economy 
should make a tangible contribution 
to the national economic development 

and the improvement of the people's livelihood 

by improving the management of business 
and enterprises in a way that they can maximize profits while saving labour, 
energy, materials, sites and others as much as possible, 
starting from the viewpoint 
that economy is precisely increased production and patriotism. 


It is needed to work out plans for long - range undertakings 
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of great significance in the economic development of the country 
and the improvement of the people's living standards, 
make scrupulous arrangements for them 
and push ahead with them in a planned way and stage by stage. 


To be bent on the present production for reasons of economic difficulties of the country 
is just self - preservation 
and retreat and an expression of giving up revolution. 


Genuine patriots are just those who fight on by making it a principle to plan, 
make arrangements for and perform any undertakings, 
be they big or small, 
so that our descendants can enjoy their benefits to the full even in the distant future. 


If it is really for the good of the people 
and the prosperity of the country, 
we should set ourselves lofty ideals and goals 
and at the same time persistently push on with the struggle to achieve them. 


It is necessary to keep channeling big efforts 
in the future into projects for providing our people 
with better and excellent living conditions, 
including the construction of 50 000 flats in Pyongyang 
and large - scale greenhouse farms. 


In order for us to continue to undertake ambitious construction projects 
with determination in the future, too, 
we should build large - capacity building - materials production 
bases in Pyongyang and local areas 
and produce and supply good quality building materials 
like finishing materials by ourselves. 


Through the struggle to continuously conduct long - range 
and grand construction operations 
and successfully complete them, 
we should demonstrate the development aspects of our state 
where the people's long - cherished desires 
are fulfilled successfully one after another 
and its rosy future. 


It is needed to make scientific calculations 
and accurate action plans for long - term economic projects 
including the construction of a large canal 
linking the East and West Seas of Korea and, 
once they are launched, 
national efforts should be directed to bringing success without fail. 


The important affairs the government of the Republic 
should push ahead with at present 
are land administration 
and disaster prevention. 


The heavy human casualties and material damage 
caused by the influence of disastrous abnormal climate 
that is getting ever serious are a difficult worldwide problem at present, 
and disasters happen also in our country every year. 
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The conservation of rivers is as good 
as the control of weather conditions 
and river improvement is an intermediate - and long - range undertaking. 


At present, river improvement work 
is being limited to river dredging 
and the building of retaining walls along the riverside. 


It should be conducted according to intermediate - and long - range plans, 
in other words, a scientific river improvement strategy. 


We should put water management on a scientific basis 
by making an accurate assessment of the water adjusting capacity of rivers 
and streams of the country, 
creating buffer points based on the judgment 
and perfecting the water management system. 


It is necessary to keep putting big efforts 
into building the national disaster prevention capacity 
for minimizing damage from natural phenomena 
and, for the present, all the provinces, cities and counties should possess sufficient forces, 
equipment and materials needed for rescuing people in case of flood. 


We should push ahead more powerfully on a nationwide scale 
with the protection and management of land 
and environment including the forest restoration campaign, 
afforestation for erosion control, 
dike projects for tide - water control and road reconstruction. 


Comrades, 
It is a consistent policy of the government of the Republic 
to attach importance to education, science and technology, 
and public health and direct efforts to the development of them. 


At present, 
we badly need more than ever before a larger number of talents, 
practically competent talents, 
and scientific and technological achievements conducive 
to solving problems arising in reality. 


The government of the Republic 
should put forward the talents strategy, 
the strategy of sci - tech development, 
as the core strategy for the overall rejuvenation 
of the state and powerfully spur the implementation of the strategy. 


At present the country's education 
fails to follow the developing global trend 
and meet the requirements of the times 
in terms of qualitative level. 


Education fails to be aimed at training competent talents with practical ability 
and is confined to the one for education's sake, 
or for evaluation of marks, 
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and therefore it is of little help to national development. 


The education sector should properly select subjects to enable students 
to spend time and energy in acquiring more practical knowledge applicable 
to practice and decisively improve the quality 
of the universal 12 - year compulsory education 
to enhance the ability of students pre - eminently beyond comparison. 


Kim Chaek University of Technology 
and other technical colleges 
should steadily raise the level of education 
up to the world standard in order to graduate all their students 
as competent and prominent scientific and technological talents. 


National efforts should continuously be directed 
to providing all teachers and students in Pyongyang 
and local areas with perfect conditions for education, practice and study. 


The level and role of science and technology 
should be increased and the resources 
of technical talents be effectively promoted and managed. 


As the development of science and technology 
requires the preparation of means of research and talents, 
nationwide attention should constantly be paid 
to the matter and substantial measures be taken to settle it. 


As I emphasize time and again, 
the scientific research sector should strictly guard against the attitude 
of making up the numbers of research achievements alone, 
and present proper sci - tech results, 
even a few in number, capable of actually shoring up the economy 
of the country in a year. 


All sectors and units should regularly learn 
about and substantially review the operation of sci - tech learning spaces, 
the important bases for making all the people well versed in science and technology, 
and steadily intensify the dissemination of science and technology 
to activate the mass technical innovation drive. 


It is necessary to properly ensure that sci - tech achievements 
are shared, absorbed and informed, 
good conditions are provided for gaining access to sci - tech data 
and excellent units, 
scientists and technicians 
are given preferential treatment 
and appraisal to make the climate of attaching importance 
to science and technology pervades the whole society. 


Medical service should continuously be improved 
to protect and promote the life and health of our people. 


Through the recent public health crisis 
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the present state of our public health sector 
was evaluated in an all - round way 
and the urgency of increasing its level 
and capacity was proved all the more. 


Urgent problems in medical service 
should be resolved first from the standpoint 
that the life and health of the people 
are a top priority. 


Since the country is unable to produce all medical supplies by itself, 
the medical supplies needed for the medical treatment 
of the people and the promotion 
of their health should fully be provided even by importing them. 


Along with this, 
the establishment and modernization of pharmaceutical, 
medical appliances and medical supplies factories 
should actively be pushed so as to domestically produce 
and supply various medicines 
including essential medical supplies 
and it is necessary to press on in a planned way 
with the work to renovate provincial, 
city and county hospitals and bring pharmacies up to standard. 


It is necessary to ensure that all doctors and nurses 
in the public health sector acquire qualifications 
as defenders of human lives and communist traits. 


They should be encouraged 
to positively emulate the spiritual world of self - sacrificing devotion 
displayed by the medical workers 
who moved the people during the recent struggle 

to exterminate the malignant virus; 

in this way we can ensure that excellent medical workers, 

who have cherished the word devotion deep in their hearts, 

can be seen everywhere in the country. 


Efforts should be put into developing medical science 
and technology onto the world's advanced level 
and a people - oriented, 
advanced and efficient medical care system be perfected. 


The building of the national anti - epidemic capacity 
should be stepped up. 


This is a national issue 
of paramount importance 
that can never be delayed even for a moment 
as there are various possibilities 
of continued outbreaks of malignant infectious diseases 
both at present and in the future. 


It is important to carry out the tasks 
put forward at the Fifth Plenary Meeting of the Eighth Party Central Committee 
and the National Meeting of Reviewing the Emergency Anti - Epidemic Work 


in connection with the building of the state's anti- epidemic capacity 
while examining them on a case-by-case basis. 
In particular, the state should constantly watch the volatile epidemic situation beyond the country and 
the characteristics of the disease with alertness, and pay attention to developing the capacity to promptly 
detect and control the disease once it enters its territory. 


Recently, the World Health Organization and public health institutions 
of different countries have been warning 
that it is needed to get thoroughly prepared 
to cope with dangerous influenza 
as well as the spread of COVID - 19 this winter. 


And our epidemic prevention experts 
are of the opinion that the antibody titre 
which was formed among our people 
as they suffered from the malignant epidemic last May 
and June would fall around October. 


Therefore, while administering vaccination in a responsible way, 
we should recommend that all residents wear masks 
for the protection of their own health from November. 


Comrades, 

The present international situation shows that the contradictions between justice 
and injustice and between the progressive and the reactionary, 
especially the power structure surrounding the Korean peninsula, 
have become obvious and the change from a unipolar world 
advocated by the US into a multipolar world 
is being accelerated significantly. 


Our Republic will develop foreign relations proactively in line 
with the development trend of the current international situation 
and its position as a powerful independent country. 


The field of external affairs should invariably hold fast 
as the foremost mission of the diplomacy of the Republic to the defence

It should develop external relations in a many - sided way 
as it further expands and develops friendly 
and cooperative relations with neighbouring countries 
and collaborates with all countries

Along with this,

In March this year when he visited the construction site of 10 OOO flats in 
Songsin and Songhwa area which was near completion, he said with great 
satisfaction that he would soon see the people cutting a ribbon and moving into 
new houses and that another wish of his would be fulfilled. 


Whereas the city of Samjiyon renovated into a model of regional construction 
represents the prospect of cities and counties which will be transformed in the 
near future, the luxurious Pothong Riverside Terraced Houses District in 
Pyongyang is clear evidence that the Korean people have already started to enjoy 
the highest quality of civilization in their daily life. 


Construction of 10 OOO flats is now under way in the Hwasong area in 
Pyongyang. According to a report, the area will be turned into a majestic 
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community filled with tens of thousands of houses and service amenities within 
about three years. Meanwhile, a modern greenhouse farm, the biggest of its kind 
in the country, is being built in the Ryonpho area, which will provide vegetables 
to the population in Hamhung, which is the country’s major industrial city and 
science hub, and other areas of South Hamgyong Province. The area of the 
greenhouse farm will be developed into virtually a rural district which 
encompasses about 1 000 houses of novel and various styles, schools, hall of 
culture and full - service facilities. 


Housing construction is briskly under way also in the mountain gorges of the 
Komdok area, the country’s leading mineral production base. 5 OOO flats were 
already built last year and another 5 000 flats are being built now. It is reported 
that a total of 250 000 flats will be built in the area by 2025. 


It is an ideal and objective of Kim Jong Un to bring about a drastic 
improvement in the people’s living standards so as to ensure the Korean people 
enjoy the highest quality of civilization, and within 20 - 30 years’ time at that.

The south Korean military is going to make public '2023 - 2027 national 
defense medium - range plan'in December. 


The plan is the one of preparation for war to aggravate the situation of the 
Korean Peninsula. 


The military is going to bring ‘national defense innovation 4. O to completion and 
devise the national defense medium - range plan based on it and open to the 
public. 


The ‘national defense innovation 4.0' is aimed at reinforcement to cope with 
north Korea's nuke and missile threat. In other word, it is establishment of 3k of 
south Korean style. 


The ‘3k of south Korean style'is aimed at removing the source of ‘north Korea's 
nuke and missile threat' and beefing up high - intensity and precision strike at 
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the north Korean leadership. It only sparks the anger of south Koreans. 


The Yoon Suk - yeol regime, which defined north Korea as the chief enemy and 
talked about ‘preemptive strike’ at north Korea, has made frantic effort to its 
realization in conspiracy with the US. 


The ‘national defense medium range plan“ specifies the expenses for south 
Korea - US joint military games and purchase of the US - made lethal weapons. 


The ‘national defense medium - range plan, which is being pushed ahead by the 
Yoon clique, is a manifestation of its hideous move to unleash a war against 
north Korea.

Lots of civil organizations and women bodies strongly demand retirement of 
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Yoon who have trampled down sexual equality and the people's right to live 
through candlelight resistance. 


The organizations including the People's Action and the South Side Committee 
for Implementing the June 15 Joint Declaration released the statements and 
commentaries at the rallies in protest against the US. They expressed their will 
to punish crimes committed by Yoon who drives the worst crisis of war with 
frequent south Korea - US joint military exercises and reduces the south 
Koreans into a scapegoat for a nuclear war. 


One man - demonstration, street march, art performance, tearing off photos of 
Yoon and burning Yoon in effigy in demand of the retirement of him are being 
held in 70 regions of south Korea. In 30 cities, Korean residents in foreign 
nations strongly demand the withdrawal of Yoon from the presidency. 


There has been no such public resentment at a ruler in a matter of 100 days of 
inauguration since the advent of successive regimes. 


This is an eruption of mettle of the south Koreans who will never pardon in the 
least the treacherous political rule and sins of the Yoon regime and put a period 
to it through stubborn actions. 


Nevertheless, the Yoon clique, far from complying with demand of the people, 
has ruthlessly suppressed the actions of various circles on the strength of 
governmental and legal authority and responded with inter - Korean 
confrontation and war maneuvers against north Korea. 


Yoon himself lead the south Koreans to a place for resistance. 


Sycophancy, dependence on foreign forces, inter - Korean conflict, war 
maneuvers, economic slump and deterioration of people's livelihood serve as the 
fuse of public outcry and resistance. 


Yoon took power by enticing the public feelings with honeyed words. What he 
has done is that he has reduced south Korea into a colony of the US with his pro 
- US and Japanese politics, made south Korea with a political backwardness 
where factional strife is rampant and turned it into a barren land of democracy 
and the right to live and a special uneasy area fraught with disaster and pains. 


He talked about the politics for people'in public and made the presidential office 
with his kith and kin and a playground for his wife and shaman. He formed his 
government with his close confidants by nominating them as ministers and vice- 
ministers. 


He made the prosecution service, the police and the National Intelligence 
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Service as his bodyguards. He is keen on removing his political rivals and 
progressive bodies irrespective of the political, labor and press circles. 


The south Koreans are now mired in the swamp of misfortune owing to the anti 
- popular economic policy of the Yoon regime. 


The workers are on the verge of layoffs and unemployment with lamentable 
restructuring of the south Korean authorities. Various sorts of industrial 
disasters break out and the workers are killed in their workplaces with poor 
working conditions. 


The south Koreans failed to buy food stuff with skyrocketing prices and the 
small and medium - sized groups are on the edge of bankruptcy by low 
production, under - consumption and poor investment. 


The Yoon regime threw all commitments made in the presidential election for 
the youth in their 20s and 30s like a worn - out shoes. It made the youth give up 
hope of employment, marriage and residence and the people are plagued by 
heavy taxation. Thundering noise of war are heard in south Korea and the people 
are suffering from fear and uneasiness. The history of south Korean politics has 
been scandalous under the control of the US, however, there has been no such 
destructive calamity, manifold trials and deterioration of people's welfare. 


The public disillusion with Yoon, who is utterly ignorant of politics, economy 
and military affairs and generates lack of contact, economic depression and 
anxiety, reach to the extreme.

"Behind Bars’ 
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As the “wind of Jilin” blew across many areas of Manchuria, the Japanese 
imperialists and the reactionary Chinese warlords soon heard of our existence. 


The youth and student movement in Jilin, the Zhong - dong railway incident and 
the incident of the conference of the General Federation of Korean Youth in South 
Manchuria caused rumours of us to spread far and wide, and this made the 
enemy aware that the young people and students were at the bottom of the 
disturbances in Jilin and set him on our trail. The Japanese imperialists planted 
their spies everywhere to keep a sharp watch on every movement of the Koreans 
prior to their invasion of Manchuria and, at the same time, egged the reactionary 
Chinese warlords on to arrest and imprison the communists and anti - Japanese 
independence fighters. The situation in Jilin became extremely grave and ordeals 
were lying ahead of us. As the situation became more threatening, the factionalists 
who had been lying low in Jilin fled to Longjing, Panshi, Dunhua and other places 
and the independence fighters either disappeared into China proper with Chinese 
citizenship or escaped to places like Wangqingmen. Jilin in the autumn of 1929 
was no longer the centre of the political movement of Koreans abroad, the centre 
which had once been crowded with anti - Japanese champions. 


Then the students of Jilin Middle School No. 5 made a senseless fuss at a 
meeting of a reading circle, which caused our comrades to be arrested. As soon as 
I had returned from Wangqingmen and was busy trying to save the situation, I 
was caught in the web of the reactionary warlord authorities. The students of 
Middle School No. 5 had revealed the secret of the Young Communist League 
at Yuwen Middle School. 


The police claimed that they had rounded up the leaders of the student 
movement and tortured us brutally every day. They were trying to discover details 
of the activities we had conducted and of our organizational network in the city, 
and to find the men behind the scenes. We decided not to say anything except that 
we had read some Leftist books. We held out to the interrogators, arguing, “What 
is wrong for a student to read books? We read books that are on sale in the 
bookshops. If you are going to incriminate anyone, you should lay the guilt first on 
the authorities who have permitted the publication and sale of the books, shouldn’t 
you?” 


One day when I was being put to finger - breaking torture, I saw Mr. Choe Tong 
O, the former head of Hwasong Uisuk School, looking at me for a second from 
behind a screen set up to one side of the interrogation room and then 
disappearing. It was such a surprise to me that I doubted my own eyes at first, 
wondering if it was merely an illusion. But it was Mr. Choe Tong O, there was no 
mistake. As they had gone so far as to summon my old teacher 
from Hwasong Uisuk School to the interrogation room, I thought, they were 
really digging deep into my activities. The appearance of my old teacher set me 
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thinking. He spoke good Chinese and was an able diplomat, so he was the 
chairman of the foreign affairs committee of the Kukmin - bu setup. He stayed 
mostly in Jilin to coordinate relations with the reactionary warlord authorities of 
the Kuomintang and maintained some ties with the young people and students. If 
he should disclose my past activities to the warlord authorities, my efforts to settle 
my case as quietly as possible might come to naught. Moreover, should any of the 
facts about my activities in support of the Soviet Union at the time of the 
Zhongdong railway incident come to light, I would not get away with my life. 


Instigated and manipulated by the British, American, French and Japanese 
imperialists, the Kuomintang government and the Fengtian warlord of China had 
been guilty of treacherous anti - Soviet moves towards the end of the 1920s. 
Following the unsuccessful Guangzhou popular uprising, the Jiang Jie - shi 
government shot to death the Soviet consul in Guangzhou and broke off 
diplomatic relations with the Soviet Union. This anti-Soviet move was the boldest 
move of Jiang Jie - shi, who was flattering the imperialist powers in order to 
secure their protection and support. The slogan “We are against red imperialism” 
passed the lips of the warlords frequently. Craftily playing on the Chinese people’s 
national sentiments, they covered up the truth about the imperialists’ aggression 
and persistently stirred up anti-Soviet feelings. Taken in by the propaganda 
conducted by the warlords, university students and young intellectuals said such 
bellicose and provocative things as “Let’s take the Ural Mountains and 
seize Lake Baikal!” and “Let’s water our horses in Lake Baikal!” as they turned 
their eyes to Soviet territory. Taking advantage of this atmosphere, the warlords 
attacked the Zhongdong railway as the first step in their anti - Soviet provocation. 
According to an agreement, China and the Soviet Union had been managing the 
railway jointly through a council, sharing its property and equipment with each 
other. The warlords seized the wireless station and management bureau by force 
of arms and captured the railway, unilaterally revoking the Soviet side’s right of 
control. Following the seizure of the railway, they invaded Soviet territory in three 
directions across the border. In consequence, there was an armed clash between 
the Soviet army and the troops of the reactionary Chinese warlords. At that time 
some Right-wing students at Fengyong and Dongbei Universities, abetted by the 
reactionaries, took up arms against the Soviet Union. 


In order to check the anti - Soviet acts of the Kuomintang government and 
reactionary warlords, we roused the members of the Young Communist League 
and Anti-Imperialist Youth League in defence of the socialist country. Some 
politically ignorant young Chinese gave us a wide berth, vilifying us as evil people 
who were helping the “trespassers” on the national interests of China. This was 
very annoying. In many places in the city we distributed handbills exposing the 
true nature of the warlords’ anti - Soviet moves and went among the Chinese 
people, telling them that the seizure of the Zhongdong railway and the invasion of 
Soviet territory by the warlords’ troops was an inexcusable act of perfidy against 
the Soviet Union that had repealed all its unequal treaties with China and given 
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material and moral aid to China after the October Revolution, and that this was 
motivated by a desire to obtain loans from the imperialists. After hearing our 
explanation the people who had been deceived by the propaganda of the 
reactionary Kuomintang and warlords and taken a hostile attitude towards the 
Soviet Union came to recognize the danger and true character of the invasion of 
the Soviet Union, changed their attitude and position and denounced the moves of 
the reactionaries. In conjunction with the young progressives of China we dealt a 
severe blow to the students of Fengyong University who took up arms to attack 
the Soviet Union. Our activities in connection with the Zhongdong railway incident 
represented an internationalist struggle to defend the Soviet Union politically. At 
that time we regarded the first socialist system established on Earth as a beacon 
of hope and considered it our solemn internationalist obligation as communists to 
fight in its defence. Our struggle in relation to the Zhongdong railway incident 
helped the Chinese people to see clearly the true nature of the warlords and to 
realize what the imperialists’ motives were in manipulating the warlords to turn 
against the Soviet Union. The incident opened the eyes of the Korean and Chinese 
peoples. 


In those days the Kuomintang warlords would not tolerate the pro - Soviets. Even 
after I had seen Mr. Choe Tong O in the interrogation room, the interrogators 
treated me only as the leading spirit of the reading circle. It appeared that the 
warlord authorities had asked Mr. Choe about my past activities and if I had had 
anything to do with the Soviet Union, as well as what sort of movement I had 
been involved in. But it seems that he said nothing against me. 


After a while we were sent to Jilin prison. The prison was d cross-shaped 
building with the passages stretching in four directions - north, south, east and 
west. The passages were lined with cells on both sides, so that the warder might 
have a full view of them while sitting in the centre. My cell was the second on the 
right of the northern passage. Being in the north, the room never got any sun all 
the year round. So it was unbearably musty and, in winter, its walls were white 
with frost. It was autumn when we were transferred to the prison, but it was as 
cold in the cell as in winter. 


The warlord authorities employed national discrimination in their treatment of the 
prisoners. The warders would use insulting language like “Korean swines” and 
“homeless Korean devils” and fetter the Korean students with heavy leg irons. The 
authorities drew a distinction between Korean and Chinese political prisoners in 
their diet and in the use of medical facilities. 


I made up my mind not to give up my struggle in prison. It can be said that for 
revolutionaries the prison ts a theatre of struggle. If one regards prison merely as a 
lockup for prisoners, one will lose the initiative and be unable to do anything. But 
if one thinks of it as a part of the world, one will be able to do something beneficial 
for the revolution even in a narrow walled - in space. I calmly began to cast about 
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in my mind for a way to struggle. First of all, I decided to contact the comrades 
outside and restore and put into action the dislocated organizations within the 
shortest possible time. Also I decided to wage a struggle against the warlord 
authorities and hasten the day of my release. In order to wage a struggle in 
prison, the problem was to establish contact with the outside world. The solution 
of this problem required bringing warders round and making them sympathetic 
towards us. My plan to win over the warders came off more easily than I had 
expected. The prison authorities had begun to repair the cells, so they kept us 
together with some infamous offenders for a while. This offered us a favourable 
opportunity. One day a Chinese criminal, a fellow inmate, suddenly went down 
with influenza and took to his bed. He had been arrested on the charge of robbing 
a rich house, and he was very rough in his manner. When I was transferred to the 
ordinary criminals’ cell, this man, who was known as “Kkangthul,” and 
considered himself to be important, demanded peremptorily that I should treat him 
to something, either money or food. A newcomer to the cell, whoever he was, was 
in duty bound to keep this rule. And he growled that I, too, should obey the rule. 
He was an extremely fierce and wild creature. I fired back point-blank: I have 
spent days in the interrogation room undergoing severe ordeals, so where do you 
think I can get hold of money or food? As for a treat, would it not be more 
reasonable for you who have been in this cell a long time to give me one? At this 
“Kkangthul” was tongue-tied and merely sat glaring fiercely at me, turning 
alternately pale and red. 


He had always been so despotic that none of the other inmates would nurse him, 
but just looked at him with indifference, although he was suffering from a high 
fever and unable to eat or sleep. I covered him with the quilt that had been sent to 
me by the family of the Rev. Son Jong Do when I was being taken to the prison 
and called the warder and asked him to fetch some medicine for the sick man from 
the prison hospital. The warder, whose name was Ri and who disliked the gruff 
and unsociable criminal, was mystified to see a Korean looking after a Chinese 
with brotherly care. Because I nursed him devotedly, the sick prisoner soon got 
well. After that his attitude towards me was different. Seeing that an infamous 
offender who was so perverse and fierce that even the gaolers had found it hard to 
deal with had suddenly turned obedient to me, a secondary school student, the 
warder Ri was struck with wonder and began to show respect for me. Of all the 
warders at Jilin prison he was a good - natured person with national 
consciousness. The members of our organization outside informed me that he was 
a man of low birth and that he had become a prison guard simply to earn a living. 
After finding out what kind of a man he was, I decided to win him over, so I seized 
various opportunities to speak to him. Soon I came to know that his younger 
brother was having problems because he could not obtain the articles he needed 
for his marriage despite the fact that the ceremony was near at hand. When my 
comrades came to the prison to see me, I told them of the embarrassment of the 
warder and asked them to rouse the organization to help him. A few days later 
warder Ri came and thanked me for the kind turn of buying the necessary 
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marriage articles. Then he asked me if it was true that I was a communist, as the 
prison authorities were calling me. When I answered that it was, he said that he 
could not understand it and went on to remark with great heat, ‘They say the 
communists are all bandits, but can it be true that such good people as you rob 
others? If it’s true that you are a communist, it’s absurd to label the communists 
as bandits.” So I told him kindly, “The communists are people who struggle to 
build a society free from exploitation and oppression where all the people are 
equally well - off. We, the Korean communists, are fighting to expel the Japanese 
imperialists from the land of Korea and win back our lost country. The rascals 
who are rich and powerful vilify the communists as bandits because the 
communists want to overthrow the rotten society where the landlords, capitalists, 
local squires and traitors to the nation rule the roost.” At this, the prison guard 
said, nodding his head, that he had been taken in by the false propaganda of the 
authorities because he was ignorant, but that from then on he would never take 
them at their word. 


After that Ri made it a point to come to see me before going off duty, and he 
readily complied with my request to pass messages to the other cells. Before long I 
was able to communicate with the outside with his help. From then on I enjoyed 
considerable freedom in my prison life. 


But not all the warders treated me kindly as Ri did. There was one unpleasant 
senior warder who would look into the cells through the peepholes and maltreat 
the prisoners. There were three senior warders in all at the Jilin prison, and of 
these he was the worst. When he was on duty, the prisoners were so cowed that 
they could not even yawn freely. So I decided to teach him a lesson. One day we 
held a discussion in the cell to select the right person to carry out the task. A 
Chinese student from the third year of Middle School No. 5 in Jilin whose name 
was Huang Xiu-dian volunteered for the job. Of the students imprisoned because 
of their involvement in the reading circle only two were Koreans and all the rest 
Chinese. I asked him if he would not mind the pain of at least five months’ solitary 
confinement should he be punished. He answered that he would consider himself 
a martyr for the sake of his comrades and would do whatever he could to teach 
the warder a lesson. He told us just to watch while he was correcting the senior 
warder by an ingenious method. He sharpened one of a pair of bamboo 
chopsticks, and when the man was peering into the cell through the peephole, he 
thrust the bamboo stick into his eye. In addition to blood, a black liquid flowed out 
of the eye of the man. This was something nobody had expected. All the students 
in the cell applauded Huang as a hero. But Huang himself suffered terribly for this 
for several days in an unheated solitary cell in the cold winter. The students 
pressed the prison officials to release him from isolation, threatening to stab their 
eyes, too, if they did not release Huang. Finally the prison authorities yielded to 
the demand of the students. After that we did whatever we liked in the cells. We 
held a meeting when we wanted to, and visited other cells when the need arose. 
When I said I wanted to go to a certain cell, the prison guards agreed readily and 
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unlocked the door for me. 


While in prison, I received a lot of help from the Rev. Son Jong Do. Through the 
whole period of my revolutionary activities in Jilin, me Rev. Son Jong Do gave me 
active support just as he would his own relative. From his days in the homeland 
he had been on terms of close intimacy with my father. That might well have been 
because they had been fellow students at Sungsil Middle School, but I think 
rather that the community of their thinking and ideal drew them into a warm 
friendship. My father in his lifetime told me a great deal about the Rev. Son Jong 
Do. Immediately after the March First Popular Uprising Son Jong Do fled 
to China as an exile and for some time held the post of chairman of the Political 
Council of the Korean Provisional Government in Shanghai. Then, in collaboration 
with Kim Ku, Jo Sang Sop, Ri Yu Phil, and Yun Ki Sop, he formed the Worker- 
Soldier Association with the object of training military personnel to conduct armed 
resistance and headed the Workers Department of that organization. But when the 
association was dissolved and a factional struggle developed in the provisional 
government, he felt disillusioned and moved to Jilin. In Jilin he set up a chapel 
and conducted the independence movement. That was the very chapel which we 
used extensively as a place for educating the masses. Originally the Rev. Son Jong 
Do was a very devout Christian. He was a man of consequence among the 
Christians and independence fighters in Jilin. 


Many Korean Christians were respectable patriots like Son Jong Do who devoted 
their whole lives to the independence movement. They prayed for Korea and 
appealed to God to relieve the unhappy Korean people of their stateless plight. 
Their immaculate religious faith was always associated with patriotism, and their 
desire to build a peaceful, harmonious and free paradise found expression 
invariably in their patriotic struggle for national liberation. The greater part of the 
Chondoists and Buddhists were also patriots. 


Since Son Jong Do was an adviser to the Ryugil Students Association, I met him 
frequently. Whenever he saw me, he would say he felt chagrined and regret at my 
father’s death at so young an age and encouraged me to take on my father’s 
aspirations and work with devotion for the nation at the head of the independence 
movement. I owed my three - year - long education at Yuwen Middle 
School in Jilin to the generous help of my father’s old friends like Son Jong Do. 
The Rev. Son Jong Do was worried about the hard life of our family and about my 
mother who did washing and needlework for other people, and gave me money for 
my school fees on many occasions. His wife, too, cared a great deal for me. On 
holidays she would invite me to eat Korean delicacies. The bean - curd and rabbit- 
meat stew and rice cakes mixed with a herb called Jjondugi which I ate at their 
home was delicious. With leaves covered with soft down, the herb had neither 
scent nor toxin. They said they had used the herb in making rice cakes since when 
they were living in Pyongyang. The rice cakes I ate at the minister's house that 
day had been prepared with the Jjondugi herb that had been picked 
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in Betshan Park. Son Jong Do had two sons and three daughters. The second 
son Son Won Thae and the youngest daughter Son In Sil took part in our 
movement in Jilin. Son In Sil, together with Hwang Kwi Hon, Yun Son Ho, Kim 
Pyong Suk, Yun Ok Chae and other children, worked as a member of the 
Association of Korean Children in Jilin. She frequently went on errands for me 
when I was engaged in the youth and student movement and when I was 
suffering in prison. 


One day the warden threw a new prisoner into our cell. The victim had been 
tortured so badly that it was almost impossible to recognize him. It was Kang 
Myong Gun, head of the organizational department of the Ryosin Youth 
Association. After his sudden arrest by the warlord authorities in the spring of 
1929 no one knew whether he was dead or alive. So I was surprised and 
delighted to meet him again. He had been arrested on a false charge laid by 
factionalists who had informed against him to take their revenge on him for the 
incident of the General Federation of Korean Youth in China ( GFKYC ). The 
representatives of the Ryosin Youth Association to the meeting of the GFKYC held 
in Jichangi had withdrawn from the meeting and issued a letter of protest 
exposing the reckless acts of the factionalists. Out of malice against the protest, 
the factionalists had been plotting against them and, when a young man died of 
illness in Jiaohe, they informed the warlord authorities that he had poisoned the 
young man. 


Kang Myong Gun complained with tears in his eyes that he was being punished 
for no reason. I encouraged him to fight against the warlord authorities and prove 
his innocence, advising him that a man who had taken up a great cause should 
not be dispirited because of such things and that there would be nothing 
impossible for a man who fought with determination, even until he died. 


After that, he fought resolutely at the law court as I had told him to do. He lived 
honourably until the country was liberated. After returning to the liberated 
homeland, he received an appointment from the Party and worked faithfully with 
the allied parties. 


It was only after many years that I learned that he had been living not far from 
us. I sent a man to him to arrange an appointment for us to meet. The news must 
have been a great shock to him. To my regret, he had a cerebral hemorrhage 
before our reunion. If he had not died, we could have talked with warm feeling 
over our days in Jilin. 


While in prison I analysed the experiences and lessons of the national liberation 
struggle and the communist movement in our country and went over those of the 
revolutionary movement in other countries. 


Our nation had staged demonstrations against the colonial rule by the Japanese 
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imperialists, conducted strikes, waged a Righteous Volunteers struggle and 
conducted the Independence Army movement against them. But all these struggles 
had failed. Why did all this bloodshed and all these struggles end in failure? 
Factions had appeared in the anti - Japanese struggle and had done tremendous 
harm to the national liberation struggle. The Righteous Volunteers, which was the 
first to raise the torchlight of resistance to the Japanese and fought all across the 
country, had lacked unity of command. The commanders, who came from 
Confucian aristocratic backgrounds, had wished to restore the royal government, 
whereas the men, who came from among the populace, had demanded the reform 
of the outmoded system. The conflict and contradiction between them had 
seriously affected their fighting efficiency. Some of the die-hard Volunteers 
commanders who advocated the restoration of the old system had even organized 
battles simply to win fame in the hope of receiving official appointments from the 
government. Such practices had broken the unity of the army. 


The Volunteers commanders who came from among the ordinary people had 
refused to cooperate with those of aristocratic origin. This tendency had weakened 
the army. 


The situation with the Independence Army had been much the same. Its 
organization itself lacked unity and order. Even after the various independence 
movement organizations operating in Manchuria had merged to form the three 
major organizations, factional strife among them had continued. Although the 
merger of the three organizations resulted in the establishment of Kukmin - bu, the 
top level of the Independence Army had been divided into the pro - Kukmin - bu 
faction and the anti - Kukmin - bu faction, and their tug of war had never ceased. 
These nationalist factions were given to useless argument, each looking up to a 
major power. 


Some of the leaders of the independence movement had wished to win Korea’s 
independence with the backing of China, some of them had tried to defeat Japan 
with the help of the Soviet Union, and others had hoped that the United States 
would bring them Korea’s independence on a plate. 


The nationalists worshipped the major powers because they did not believe in 
the strength of the popular masses. Their movement had remained an aristocratic 
movement which was divorced from the popular masses. Therefore, it had neither 
a strong foundation nor support from the people. 


The practice of some high level people of wasting time on an empty talk and 
scramble for power instead of rousing the masses to the revolutionary struggle 
had also been in evidence among some self - styled communists. This was a 
serious weakness. The communists at the incipient stage of the struggle had given 
no thought to mixing with the popular masses, educating them, organizing them 
and mobilizing them in the struggle. They had been divorced from the masses, 
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engaged in an empty talk and scramble for hegemony. 


The factions that appeared in the early years of the communist movement had 
not been eliminated. The factionalists in our country were intellectuals who came 
from the nationalist line of the bourgeoisie or petty bourgeoisie or from the feudal 
aristocracy. Swimming with the tide in the years after the October Socialist 
Revolution when the labour movement was mounting rapidly and Marxism - 
Leninism was winning enthusiastic support from the masses, these intellectuals 
had plunged into the revolution in the name of Marxism. But, forming factions from 
the start, they had been engrossed in a tug of war to gain hegemony. They had 
employed every manner of fraud and trickery, and had even resorted to a free 
fight by forming terrorist squads. Due to their factional strife, the Communist Party 
of Korea had been unable to ensure its unity and withstand the repression by the 
Japanese imperialists. Steeped in flunkey ism towards the major powers, the 
communists in the early years of the struggle had given no thought to organizing a 
party and fighting for the revolution by their own efforts; each faction claimed that 
it was the orthodox party and travelled about in order to gain recognition from the 
Comintern, carrying even seals engraved in potatoes with it. 


I analysed the situations of the nationalist and communist movements in our 
country and decided that the revolution should not be conducted in that way. I 
believed that the revolution in our country would emerge victorious only when it 
was undertaken on our own responsibility and by the efforts of our own people, 
and that all the problems arising in the revolution must be solved independently 
and creatively. This was the starting - point of the Juche idea, as it is known 
nowadays. 


While in prison I pondered over the way to lead the Korean revolution. I racked 
my brains about the forms and methods I should employ in the struggle to defeat 
Japanese imperialism and liberate the country, how the anti - Japanese forces 
should be united, and how the party as the leadership body of the revolution 
should be founded. I also considered what tasks I should undertake preferentially 
after my release. 


At that time, in view of the specific situation and the socio - class relations in our 
country, I defined the Korean revolution as an anti - imperialist, anti - feudal 
democratic revolution, and formulated the fighting policy that an armed struggle 
should be waged in order to defeat the armed enemy, imperialist Japan, and to 
liberate the country, that the working class, the peasantry, national capitalists, 
religious believers and all other patriotic forces that were against the Japanese 
should be rallied under the anti - Japanese banner and roused to action and that 
a new revolutionary party, free from factional strife, should be formed. 


Because I had acquired a clear viewpoint and attitude towards the Korean 
revolution and because I was able to visualize the line and policy, I felt an 
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irresistible impulse to get out of prison as soon as possible. I resolved to fight for 
my early release. 


Together with the comrades who had been imprisoned on the charge of 
involvement in a “student incident” I made preparations to battle for our release. 


A hunger strike was the method we adopted. We started the struggle with a grim 
resolve to battle until our just demands were met. Before we began the struggle I 
thought that it would be difficult to ensure unity of action in a struggle that was to 
enlist even criminals. But when we went on hunger strike, I discovered that the 
meals were being removed from every cell without being touched. Even the 
criminals who used to fight among themselves over a bowl of food ate nothing. 
That was the result of the silent education gwen them by our comrades who had 
been arrested at the time of the “student incident.” 


Our comrades outside the prison gave us active support in our struggle. In 
response to our struggle in prison, these comrades exposed the inhuman treatment 
in the Jilin prison and won public support. 


The warlord authorities yielded to our united struggle. I was released early in 
May 1930. As I walked out through the arched gate of the prison, my heart was 
full of confidence and enthusiasm. 


While in prison I made a summary of the early communist movement and the 
nationalist movement and, on the basis of the lessons I learnt from this, I planned 
the future of the Korean revolution. 


As I remember, my father sought the way to switch over from the nationalist 
movement to the communist movement while he was in Pyongyang gaol; I 
planned the Korean revolution while I was in Jilin prison. 


Being sons of an unfortunate, ruined nation, both my father and I had to think 
about the future of the nation while we were in prison. 
NOTES 


1. “Annexation of Korea by Japan” - The forcible annexation of Korea by Japan 
on August 29, 1910. 


2. “Decrees of the Government - General” - Various evil laws enacted by the 
Japanese governor-general in order to suppress the Korean nation and 
plunder Korea of her natural resources. 


3. The Emissary Incident at The Hague - In 1907 the emissaries of King Kojong 
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of Korea attended the Second International Peace Conference held in The Hague, 
the capital of the Netherlands. At the conference the emissaries laid bare the 
Japanese imperialists’ ambition to invade Korea and appealed to the conference 
for assistance in guaranteeing Korea her independence; Ri Jun, one of the 
emissaries, disemboweled himself in protest at the Japanese imperialists’ 
aggression in Korea. 


4. General Sherman - A US armed pirate ship which intruded into Pyongyang 
along the River Taedong in 1866 and whose crew committed murder, arson and 
plunder. It was sunk by the heroic attack of the people of the walled city 


of Pyongyang. 


5. Shenandoah - A US ship repulsed after intruding along the River Taedong in 
1868. 


6. The five ministers - They were Ri Wan Yong, Minister of Education, Ri Ji Yong, 
Minister of Home Affairs, Ri Kun Thaek, Minister of Defence, Kwon Jung Hyon, 
Minister of Agriculture, Commerce and Industry, and Pak Je Sun, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, who yielded to the Japanese and signed the “Japan-Korea Treaty” 
(Ulsa Treaty), an unfair and aggressive treaty which Japan forced upon Korea in 
November 1905. 


7. Choe Ik Hyon ( 1833-1906 ) - A commander of the Righteous Volunteers from a 
Con - fucian family. He hailed from Phochon, Kyonggi Province. 


8. An Jung Gun( 1879 - 1910 ) - An independence fighter, hailing from 
Haeju, Hwanghae Province. He studied military science from the age of 17. He 
was a member of the Sobuk Academy. At the end of 1907 he went to the 
Maritime Province of Siberia and became a commander of an anti - Japanese 
Righteous Volunteers unit. In June 1909 he led a 300 - strong unit in an attack on 
the Japanese garrison in Kyonghung ( the present Undok ), North Hamgyong 
Province. In October 1909 he shot to death Ito Hirobumi, the mastermind 
of Japan’s occupation of Korea, at Harbin Railway Station when the latter came 
to Manchuria on a tour of inspection of north Manchuria. 


9. Ito Hirobumi ( 1841 - 1909) - A politician of modern Japan, the first Japanese 
resident - general in Korea and later the president of the Privy Council. He was 
assassinated by An Jung Gun at Harbin Railway Station in 1909. 


10. King Kojong ( enthroned 1864. abdicated 1907 ) - The 26th king of 
the Ri dynasty. 


11. The reform in the year of Kabo - A bourgeois reform carried out by the 
government that was formed in 1894. 
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12. The March First Popular Uprising - A nationwide popular uprising of the 
Korean people which broke out on March 1, 1919, against the bestial colonial rule 
of Japanese imperialism. 


13. Hong Pom Do ( 1868 - 1943 ) - A commander of the anti - Japanese Righteous 
Volunteers and the Independence Army. In 1907 he formed the anti - Japanese 
Righteous Volunteers with some hunters and, from then, fought against the 
Japanese aggressors on several occasions, mainly in the area 
of South Hamgyong Province. In 1917 he formed the Korean Independence Army 
in north Manchuria and became its commander - in - chief. He led the army in 
raids on the Japanese aggressor army in Kapsan, Hyesan, Kanggye, Manpho, 
Jasong and other parts of Korea. Later he formed the Independence Army Corps 
in the area of Heilongjiang Province, China, and became its commander. 


14. Kim Ku ( 1876 - 1949 ) - A Korean independence campaigner. Hailing from 
Haeju, Hwanghae Province, he participated in the anti - Japanese Righteous 
Volunteers struggle at an early age. After the March First Popular Uprising he went 
to Shanghai, China, where he occupied the post of President of the Korean 
Provisional Government and other posts in succession and founded the 
Independence Party of Korea. After the defeat of Japan he returned to the 
homeland and in south Korea fought against the enslavement by the United 
States. He participated in the Joint Conference of Representatives of Political 
Parties and Public Organizations in North and South Korea held 
in Pyongyang in 1948; he returned to Seoul and fought for national reunification 
in alliance with the communists before being assassinated. 


15. Ri Pong Chang ( 1900 - 1932 ) - An independence fighter hailing 
from Seoul, Kyonggi Province. He was a member of the Group of Korean Patriots 
formed by Kim Ku. In January 1932 he threw a grenade at the procession of the 
Japanese Emperor and the Emperor of Manchukuo. 


16. Yun Pong Gil ( 1908 - 1932 ) - An independence fighter hailing from 
Ryesan, South Chungchong Province. He was a member of the Group of Korean 
Patriots. On April 29, 1932, he threw a bomb in Hongkou Park in Shanghai, 
killing several high - ranking Japanese civil and military officers. 


17. The student incident in Kwangju - A mass anti- Japanese patriotic struggle of 
Korean students which started with a conflict between Korean and Japanese 
students in Kwangju, South Jolla Province in 1929, and spread across the country. 


18. April 19 Uprising - A popular uprising of the south Korean youth, students 
and people which broke out in the spring of 1960 against the US imperialists and 
the dictatorial regime of Syngman Rhee; the people called for a new government 
and a new life. Syngman Rhee’s dictatorial regime was toppled by this uprising. 
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19. The people's resistance in Kwangju (in 1980 ) A mass uprising of the youth, 
students and people from all walks of life in the Kwangju area in South Jolla 
Province for the democratization of society and the termination of the military 
fascist dictatorship. 


20. Emperor Ryunghui ( 1874 - 1926 ) - The last king of the Ri dynasty. He came 
to the throne in 1908 and was forced to abdicate in 1910. Ryunghut is the name of 
King Sun - jong’s period. 


21. Ra Sok Ju ( 1892 - 1926 ) - An independence fighter hailing from 
Jaeryong, Hwang-hae Province. In 1926 he attacked the buildings of the Oriental 
Development Company and the Industrial Bank, Japanese institutions of 
exploitation, with explosives and killed himself during an exchange of fire with the 
Japanese police.
